Flynn finds False Cape 
phenomenal in February

The sun rises and the sun sets. The 
tide rises and the tide falls. Seasons 
come and go. Such repetitive changes 
are rudiments in the rhythms of na- 
ture. 

Russell "False Cape" Flynn recog- 
nizes them as the essentijil and vital 
signs — the very pulse of False Cape 
Stale Park. 

Few things at the park remain the 
same for long. Other than Flynn's 
deep affection for False Cape State 
Park, the only other constant element 
is that of continual change. The key 
elements of sand, sea, and wind keep 
the park in a continual state of flux. 

While the unseasoned eye of the ca- 
sual observer may overlook some of 
the less dramatic transformations that 
are constantly taking place in one of 
Virginia's most remote state parks, lit- 
tle escapes False Cape Flynn's scrupu- 
lous attention to detail when he visits 
the park, and he calls frequently — 
winter, spring, summer or fall. 

"What we have here at False C^ 
Park is a soil-making machine," ex- 
plains Flynn. "Soil is constantly 
being created here with the mixture of 
sand and organic material that comes 
from the vegetation and animal life 
out here." 

For 15 years, Flynn has been fie- 
quenting the park, observing and expe- 
riencing the environment, and learning 
just how the environment works. 

"It's just a gorgeous place," he says. 
"Seeing all these processes at work 
does make the imagination work."

Back Bay spruces up for spring 



Volunteer crews invaluable asset 
to national wildlife refuge efforts

It may be early, but spring is in full 
bloom at Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge. 

But it's not budding flowers and ten- 
der green shoots coming to life after a 
long winter. 

The sure sign of spring is the steady 
tapping of hammers and constant grind 
of saws as volunteers from Chesapeake 
and Virginia Beach ready the refuge 
for the coming season. 

The 7,000-acre refuge established in 
1938 as a habitat for migratory birds 
and other wildlife draws another kind 
of animal — the two-legged variety 
who comes armed with tools and the 
muscle for hard labor. 

On a warm, late February day, few 
weeks shy of the official start of spring, 
there's a flurry of activity at the tran- 
quil southern end of Virginia Beach. 

Volunteers are the lifeblood of this 
natural getaway. 

'Tor some of us it's actually our third 



day out here — we started out shovel- 
ing sand," said George Rothrock. 

"Us" is actually a contingent of dedi- 
cated volunteers led by Reese Lukei 
who are rehabilitating the refuge's 
dune trail. 

The raised wooden boardwalk, con- 
structed in 1979, is suffering the rav- 
ages of time and nature, even vandal- 
ism. Walking the trail is a creaky ex- 
perience, so Lukei and the team are 
ripping out old handrails and boards. 

It's a jovial group, many of them 
Tidewater Appalachian Trail Club 
members, sustained by banter and 
doughnuts. They come out twice a 
week, sometimes more often. 

How did they get to Back Bay? 

"By knowing the wrong people!" 
Rothrock laughed. "I think we all have 
some connection to Reese." 

The eclectic bunch includes several 
members from Chesapeake, some from 
Virginia Beach, and some who drive 
45 minutes or more to get there,

Virginia education must 
stay strong in future

My fellow Virginians, we arc 
standing at the dawn of a dynamic 
new age. At this time more than 
ever, we must continue to focus on 
improving Virginia's system of 
public education, from kindergarten 
through college. 

More than four years ago, we 
began developing the Standards of 
Learning to ensure our students re- 
ceive the basic knowledge, skills 
and abilities they need to compete 
in college and in the workplace. 
We must not retreat from high aca- 
demic standards. Our children arc 
too important for us to give up on 
their futures. 

Academic standards are about ac- 
countability.

Our 
teachers, administrators, superin- 
tendents and schools can now be 
measured and held accountable by 
parents. 

But we must keep providing 
schools and educators with the 
tools they need to help our chikJren 
achieve. And I have budgeted over a 
half billion dollars to help do so. 
The money will be used to supply 
^achers and students with the latest 
technologies and allow every high 
school to give tests on computers 
nearer to the end of the school year 
to enhance their opportunity for 
success. 

Virginia's goal must be to ensure 
that every sttKlent is able to read at 
the end of tlw third grade. I pr(^>ose 
hiring new teachers to expand out 
Early Reading Intervention pro- 
gram. And I also propose a new 
program to ensure that every stu- 
dent is skilled in mathematics by 
the ei^th gracfe. 

Finally, we are establishing spe- 
cial assistance teams to wOTk with 
tte schools in greatest need. Theae 
'earns will help identify the chal- 
.enges that scIkx>Is face and make 
specific rec(Mmnendatioasto solve 
them. 

A college education has h^jed 
nw achieve my dreams. And I hsvt 

n abiding belief that an a^onuni- 



ty for a college education should be 
available to all Virginians. 

Last year, we made affordability a 
top priority, cutting tuition by 20 
percent and gpving the colleges in- 
creased funding to compensate. We 
must maintain this commitment to 
Virginia's parents and students. I 
am offering legislation to freeze tu- 
ition at our public colleges and 
universities for four years. 

While making our colleges and 
universities more affordable, we 
have also made an unprecedented 
commitment to their quality. We 
have provided $ 1 .7 billion in new 
support for higher education in Vir- 
ginia. And I am asking the legisla- 
ture to build on this commitment 
by providing $ 1 .2 billion in new 
money over the next two years. 

One of my most important ini- 
tiatives is the establishment of the 
Technology Competitiveness 
Fund. I have set aside $20 million 
to match federal or private research 
grants in science and technology. 
Today none of our colleges is able 
to compete consistently for these 
grants and the faculty and resources 
that come with them. Up^ading 
our research programs in key aca- 
demic departments will modernize 
our workforce, entice industries to 
locate and expand in Virginia, and 
enhance our universities' national 
reputation. 

Other specific proposals include 
the purchase of new research equip- 
ment for our colleges and universi- 
ties and more money for technolo- 
gy and academic upgrades at George 
Mason University, in the center of 
our information technology com- 
munity. 

But we must ensure all of our 
college and universities advance to- 
gether. Last year, we provided over 
$10 million to enhance the quality 
of education at Virginia's two his- 
torically black universities, Not- 
folk State University and Virginia 
State University. This money made 
Virginia State the first Historically 
Black Land Grant University in 
America to be on par with other 
land grant colleges. This year, I am 
pressing that we provide an add- 
tional $26 million for these two 
universities. There will be no sec- 
ond class citizens in Virginia's sys- 
tem of higher education. 

An excellent Virginia public 
school olucation — from kindo-- 
garten through law school — has 
helped me achieve my dreams. And 
I have an abiding t^lief that Vir- 
ginia's public school system can 
help all our citizens learn, achieve

■ We neared completion of two 
replacement schools, W.T. Cooke 
(now completed and in use) and 
Seatack Elementary, completed the 
construction of New Castle Elemen- 
tary, and began construction of High 
School 2001 in the Princess Anne 
Commons section of the city. 

■ We worked in concert with Vir- 
ginia Beach City Public Schools 
Administration and School Board in 
a successful collaborative effort to 
secure.lottery funds to fund the school 
technology program. By working in 
cooperation with the School Board, 
we were able to develop a plan to 
modernize two schools per year, us- 
ing not only existing bond authority, 
but also anticipated lottery proceeds 
recently permitted by the General 
Assembly. 

In addition. School Instruction 
Technology needs have been ad- 
dressed by the efforts of the Joint 
School Board/City Council commit- 
tee. As a result, schools have funded 
their phased plan over the next eight 
years. This will provide more than 
^,000 computers for the upgrade of 
classroom technology. 

■ We began construction of the 
joint Pungo-Blackwater Library/ 
Creeds Elementary School Modern- 
ization and Expansion Project, a first- 
of-its-kind cooperative venture be- 
tween the city and the Virginia Beach 
City Public Schools which will pro- 
vide expanded services to the south- 
em part of the city. 

■ Partnering with Old Dominion 
University and Norfolk State Uni- 
versity, we opened the Virginia Beach 
Higher Education Center and final- 
ized plans for the nearby Advanced 
Technology Center, a collaborative 
effort between the Commonwealth 
of Virginia, Tidewater Community 
College, Virginia Beach City Public 
Schools and the city . A genuine "Aca- 
demic Village" is beginning to blos- 
som in Princess Anne Commons. 

■ We welcomed the full comple- 
ment of 156 F/A-18 fighter planes, 
their crews and families to the city 



and the region. The economic impact 
will be significant, and the commit- 
ment of these latest-model planes 
means the Navy's contributions to 
our area will continue for years to 
come. 

■ Through creative partnerships 
we opened the PGA Tournament 
Players Club and Heron Ridge golf 
courses, adding major new course 
choices for residents and visitors 
alike. These two new initiatives will 
also enhance the city's reputation as 
a viable golf destination. 

■ Red Wing, Bow Creek and 
KempsvillcGreensgolfcourses were 
enhanced with more than $425,000 
W'orth of golf course maintenance 
equipment ordered for all three golf 
courses. 

■ Early indications are that we 
hosted a record number of summer 
vacationers who left behind a record 
amount of tax dollars to help fund 
city operations. Hotel sales were the 
highest in 14 years and tourist spend- 
ing was up about 7 percent.

Up close and personal 
%e^e Lukei: 'BacfCBaij voCunUer

Reese Lukei isn't about to let this 
beautiful day g© to waste. 

It's late February, but the temperature is 
hovering at 70 degrees. There's nary a cloud 
in the sky and a light breeze is coming off 
the water. 

It's the perfect day to be at Back Bay, his 
home away from home — even if there is 
work to do. 

But that's just fine with Lukei, a regular 
volunteer at Back Bay National Wildlife 
Refuge. He has been coming out here since 
1974, and as long as there's work and the 
wild beauty of this natural place he'll keep 
coming. 

"I started coming out here doing short 
hikes and picking up trash on the beach 
every once in a while," the Virginia Beach 
resident said. 

"By 1976, the U.S. Fish and WildlifeSer- 
vice formally had a policy that they could have 
volunteers. Before that time volunteers really 
weren't recognized on the refuge. By an act of 
Congress they were given the authority to use 
volunteers." ^ 

Lukei and other members of the Tidewater 
Appalachian Trail Club started with litter 
pickups, cleanups and maintenance. Then they 
m!ade their mark with actual construction pro- 
jects. The dune trail is one example. 

Last year Lukei and a team constructed a 
fishing platform at the refuge for people 
with disabilities. He helped with the 
construction of an entrance ramp, 
handicapped-accessible picnic tables and 
boardwalk trails for the disabled. 

Lukei 's efforts earned him the 1999 Equal 
Employment Opportunity Special 
Performance Award. 

His love affair with Back Bay has been 
lifelong. 

"My wife and I are natives," said Lukei. 
who lives in Little Neck. "As kids we came 
down to Sandbridge while in high school. 
Both of us were in Methodist youth groups 
and had picnics here. 

"My wife has a natural interest in it being 
a genealogist, because her family was the 
original English settlers at Knotts Island. 
We have a natural interest in this area." 

A retired CPA, Lukei's visits to Back Bay 
— whether for work or play — are a great 
escape from the metropolitan hustle and 
bustle. 

"It's a good way to get away from the 
honey-do list," he grinned. "It just gets 
longer and longer!" 

But he can't escape entirely from the 
"honey-do's." There are plenty of tasks to 
be done at the refuge, and the current 
project is a challenge. 

Lukei and a team of volunteers are 
currently making renovations to the dune 
trail. Some damages are the result of natural 
deterioration. Unfortunately, vandals have 
also done their share. 

"It'll take us about four weeks to do the 
section we need to do — that is, until the 
money gives out," he said. "This was built 
in 1979. so it's 20 years old. The decking 
and handrails have gotten to be a safety 
concern. It'll probably take us about four 
weeks doing a 24-foot section a day." 

Their work brings them out at least twice 
a week, but with a good stretch of weather 
it could be more often. 

"It's not really an excuse to get out of the 
house. It's a good reason," he noted. 

Lukei's volunteer work doesn't end there. 
The Old Dominion University graduate is a 
frequent lecturer to local groups, giving 
talks on myriad topics including hawks and 
trails — both of which he is an expert. 

Lukei was instrumental in the 
establishment of the American Discovery 
Trail. America's first coast-to-coast hiking 
and riding trail which opens this year. 

"It has been a year-round effort for the 
past 10 years, sometimes 100 hours a 
week." he said. "I've built up a lot of 
frequent flyer miles working on it." 

Lukei has hiked in all 50 states, every 
province and territory of Canada (except 
Newfoundland) and seven countries in 
Europe. He hiked the entire Appalachian 
Trail and performed volunteer trail projects 
in 20 states. 




He has trapped and banded more than 
14,000 raptors. 

Lukei's accolades include the American 
Hiking Society James A Kern Award for 
outstanding service to the trail community, 
Daughters of the American Revolution 
National Conservation Award and Back Bay 
National Wildlife Refuge Volunteer of the 
Year.

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Flynn finds February at False Cape phenomenal

Flynn regards False 

Cape State Cape Park as a less ma- 
ture marine forest environment 
than First Landing Seashore State 
Park at Cape Henry. 

"It's far more advanced than the 
False Cape area," Flynn says. 

"At Seashore State Park you, 
have such an immense dune system 
that has gone through such a pro- 
cess that the soil is so rich that the 
. hardwoods are growing back there - 
particularly an. assortment of oaks 
and hickories," he observes. "That 
is so established that you're not 
going to see any dune movement 
back there any more." 

False Cape, on the other hand, is 
a still maturing marine forest eco- 
system in which the "duning up" 
process is dynamic, and the dunes 
actually continue to migrate con- 
tinually with the shifring sand. 
Severe weather — from a northeast 
storm or hurricane — frequently 
wreak havoc with the fragile prima- 
ry, secondary, and tertiary dune 
■ lines. 

"Here we see the dunes rising in 
the back area, and how the vegeta- 
tion secures them. We can see 
how their by-products the pine 
needles", leaves, and dead limbs are 
constantly producing more enriched 
soil," Flynn explains. 

Ocean winds from the Atlantic 
blow additional sand over the al- 
ready nutrient enriched earth, cover 
the scrub brush, and topple trees 
which eventually decompose, con- 
tributing more nourishment to 
sandy forest floor. 

While the elements take a 
toll on the dunes, marsh grasses, 
and trees within the boundaries of 
the park, it's all part of the master 
plan. Given enough time Nature 
heals herself from her own fury and 
the wrath of man. 

"The marsh grass was blown 
down during one of the storms that 
came through here. It was com- 
pletely obliterated, flattened down," 
recalls Flynn. 

"But the shoots came back and 
now you've got this 10- to 12-foot 
marsh grass with beautiful plumes 
on the top of it blowing in the 
wind," he says. "It makes this part 
of the sound so aesthetically pleas- 
ing." 

"Forty years ago — before the 
park existed — there was a settle- 
ment at False Cape. People lived, 
worked and died here," Flynn ex- 
plains. 

Throughout the park, the rusted 
remnants of junked cars and trucks 
are scattered. The foundations the 
old buildings and the trash pits of 
False Cape fishermen are uncovered 
and reburied by the wind-blown 
sand which forms and reforms sec- 
ondary and tertiary dune lines. 

"There's still quite a bit of evi- 
dence of previous human occupa- 
tion here at False Cape State 
Park," notes Flynn. "Nature has 
completely taken over. It has 
come back in full force. The trees 
are growing right up through the 
middle of old cars." 

"One day," says Flynn, "you're 
going to have your hardwoods here 
if the ocean allows it. False Cape 
is in constant change. That reality 
never changes. 

"The change is in the death and 
rebirth of all the vegetation. The 
dunes are moving — they never 
stay in one place for any length of 
time," notes Flynn. "Every time 
you come back here, there's a dif- 
ferent look." 

The wild animals that roam the 
park — horses, pigs, raccoons — 
also make a valuable contribution 
to enriching the environment. The 
living creatures uplift the soil by 
depositing their waste throughout 
the park, and the decomposing bod- 
ies of dead animals supply the 
ground with still more nutrients. 

"The animals have a positive ef-

feet for the most part," says 
Flynn. "The omnivores, like the 
raccoons, eat the berries. When 
they defecate, they disperse the 
seeds in different spots around the 
park." . 

Back in the forest, the pigs root 
for acorns from the saltwater oaks, 
turning the soil with their snouts; 
on the other hand, the pigs can be 
somewhat destructive when they 
move into the park's marshy areas. 

"February, in my opinion, is one 
of the best times of the year at 
False Cape," Flynn contends. 

"On a bright, sunny day in 
February, False Cape Park is as 
beautiful as anywhere on the plan- 
et," he adds.

Naturalist come face 
to face with Terra-Gator

It was False Cape Flynn's 
worst nightmare. It haunted his 
dreams and stirred his imagina- 
tion. It even had the audacity to 
interrupt his precteus solitude. 

Although Flynn had no real 
fear of the beast, he has never n;- 
ally relished the prospect of their 
first encounter. It was simply 
not the kind of meeting that a 
man of Flynn's temperament 
tends to savor. 

Flynn, in his heart of hearts, 
had always known that someday 
he would meet the diesel- 
powered, aluminum monster 
head on, face-to-face. 

And he has — very recently — 
had a close encounter with the 
demon diesel called the Tena- 
Gator. 

The Terra-Gator is the ultimate 
ATSUV (all-terrain-sports- 
utility-vehicle) that the state 
began using to transport visitors 
to False Cape State Park during 
the winter months. 

Those who know the nature of 
Flynn's soul and his conservative 
stance when it comes to preserv- 
ing nature understand instinctive- 
ly that there can never be any 
love lost between Flynn and the 
Terra-Gator. 

"It's not natural. It's out of 
place. It's an oxymoron. It does- 
n't belong," said Flynn. 

"But I can understand that for 
evacuation there is a need to have 
that kind of thing," he conceded 
magnanimously. "Perhaps riding 
that thing will become a tourist 
attraction," he speculated. 

"Even so, when you get to 
False Cape, you're still going to 
have to walk. So what's the 
point? Why not walk down 
here?" 

Not everyone views the Tata- 
Gator as Flynn sees it. 

"It's a one-of-a-kind vehicle," 
notes Dennis Baird, one of the 
Terra-Gator's operators. "It was 
built specifically for use within 



the park and for use as an emer- 
gency evacuation vehicle," he 
added. 

This solidly-built vehicle has 
the capacity to haul 36 people 
and their luggage. 

"Most of it, I believe, is alu- 
minum," said Baird. "It's a terri- 
fic vehicle." 

Although the Terra-Gator gen- 
erally cruises down the beach at 
speeds between 10 and IS miles 
per hours, it is capable of going 
a little f^ter. 

While the vehicle is certainly . 
capable of traveling in shallow 
water, the operators try to keep it 
out of the water whenever they 
can. 

"It's a maintenance type 
thing," said Baird. "It's like any- 
thing else, the more saltwater 
you have on it, the fastgr it"^ . 
going to deteriiSraite." 

Baird's view of the Terra-Gator 
contrasts with Flynn's, but their 
perspectives on nature are sur- 
prisingly similar. 

"False Cape State Park is the 
best kept secret in the world. 
People just don't know it's here," 
said Baird. "It one of the last 
pristine places in this area. It's 
an area to be by yourself with 
nature." 

Flynn was not at all enthusias- 
tic about the Terra-Gator; howev- 
er, he was favorably impressed 
by the monster's operator, Den- 
nis Baird. 

"His concepts about nature aie 
very much like mine," observes 
Flynn. "He finds pleasure in 
solitude and enjoys his weekend 
in the park the same way that I 
do as a park visitor." 

Behind die beards and sunglass- 
es and under the baseball caps, 
Flynn and Baiid came to a meet- 
ing of minds. Although Baird of- 
fered Flynn a ride back to the 
refuge parking lot in the Tora- 
Gator, Flynn declined and indi- 
cated that he preferred to walk the 
four miles for the exercise.

I got me a girl in the rich folks' 
yard. 

It was cold and raining that morn- 
ing when I left my home in Virginia 
Beach and headed north to 
Williamsburg, but I have neverjudged 
a day by the weather. Some of my 
most memorable experiences have 
taken place during the foulestweather. 
Over the years.I've become an incur- 
able optimist because I can't bear to 
cancel my plans because of a little 
bad weather — no rain, no rainbows.

Bob Marchant of Chesapeake, 
a retired New York police officer, 
has volunteered at the refuge for 
1 1 years. He joked that he works 
for doughnuts. 

"And the first seven years 
Reese didn't allow any power 
tools out there!" he quipped. 

Lukei, their unofficial crew 
leader — probably because of his 
seniority as a Back Bay 
volunteer of 26 years — takes the 
ribbing in stride. 

"One thing you don't want to 
do is put in a nail backward, 
because it's equal opportunity 
harassment here," he explained. 

"See what happens when you 
give a CPA a hammer!" 
Marchant fired back. 

"Really, we do have a good 
time," said George Schuchm of 
Great Bridge, a volunteer for 
seven years. 

"We've done boardwalk work, 
installed osprey platforms and 
built the new handicapped fishing 
ramp," the native Long Islander 
and retired auditor said. 

The group's efforts to revive the 
dune trail is a four-week job 
funded by grants. They are 
working in 24-foot sections or, as 
Virginia Beach resident Joe 



Gilbert described it, "until we run 
out of money." 

Joining the crew this day are 
teens enrolled in the co-managed 
Youth Conservation Corps (YCC) 
from Chesapeake. They are 
providing the manpower for the 
refuge's dune restoration project 
using recycled Christmas trees to 
shore up erosion. 

"This is something we try to 
tackle every year — it's a good 
project," said supervisor Lauren 
Gansener. 

For some of the youths 
fulfilling their community service 
requirement, it's their first time 
away from the urban setting and 
in a natural habitat. 

"What's the point in protecting 
the dune?" one teen wondered. 

Gansener explained the 
importance of protecting the 
environment and conserving 
natural resources. 

Walt Tegge, Back Bay's 
outdoor recreation planner, said 
now is the time when refuge 
activity started picking up. 

"Everybody has pretty much 
got cabin fever. The first few nice 
days are a 'coming out.' There's 
electricity in the air. We go from 
a lull in public use to people 
around," he said. 



With a limited maintenance 
staff — just two with the 
retirement of a long-time refuge 
employee — there's plenty of 
work to go around. 

"A lot of the project work that 
needs to be done is labor 
intensive," Tegge said. "The staff 
can only do so much. We rely 
heavily on volunteerism. Not only 
is it a way to build constituency 
in terms .^f public involvement, 
but it's also a way to get work 
done." 

The dedication of these 
volunteers is uncommon. 

"The community spirit here in 
great. I came from a small town 
in Oregon, and you know the 
bonds there. It's surprising 
because that same spirit thrives 
here in Hampton Roads. There's 
a small-town flavor in terms of 
how people care for other people 
and the volunteer spirit," Tegge 
said. 

And it's this spirit that on April 
1 — when the refuge begins iji 
busy season — will show the 
fruits of the labor.

bags, hoping that the society's ex- 
perts might be able to shed a little 
light on their objects of mystery. 

Most left with their curiosities 
satisfied, and a few were referred to 
local agencies that might be able to 
provide additional information 
about specific types of artifacts and 
fossils. 

Identification of several of the 
hand-carried enigmas was beyond 
the limits of the ASV's expertise. 

Artifact and Fossil Identification 
Day was the brainchild of Land 
House museum educator Joy 
Eliassen, whose personal interest 
in archaeology inspired the pro- 
gram's initiation. 

Eliassen discovered archaeology 
through her husband and his fami- 
ly's farm along the Pocomoke 
River in Maryland where hundreds 
and thousands of artifacts wens 
found. 

"That's when I had my con- 
sciousness raised, and I realized 
how interesting and exciting it 
was," she explained. 

Eliassen had entertained the idea 
of instituting an archaeological 
program for some time, but she 
was hoping that someone would 
take the initiative to put such a 
program together. 

That didn't happen, so she decided 
to take matters into her own hands. 
5 he conceived this archaeology 
program as an means for appreciat- 
ing and sharing local history. 

"We have a responsibility not to 
keep these things in isolation and 
stuck in drawers here and there. I 
think it's important that people 
bring them out and share them," 
she said. 

"In this kind of gathering, I'm 
hoping that people will mingle 
with each other and realize that it's 
not the individual pieces that have 
value but the collection as a 
whole." 

To say that Eliassen was pleased 
with the turnout would be an un- 
derstatement. 

"Actually, I'm ecstatic," she said. 
"It renewed my hope that people 
valued these things. They obvious- 
ly value them or they wouldn't be 
here today." 

Among the curious relic bearers 
were Pam Northam and her daugh- 
ter, Aubrey, who brought artifacts 

— mostly glass and pottery shards 

— from a site that they had discov- 
ered on Virginia's Eastern Shore 
south of Onancock. 

"One of the reasons why we've 
come here," said Pam Northam, "is 
to find out a little more about the 
pieces that might hold the answer 
to our mystery." 

Russell Darden, an archaeologist 
with 48 years of experience, was 
one of the experts who was on 
hand to help identify the artifacts, 
show ASV publications, and en- 
courage visitors to learn more 
about the pre-history of Virginia 

— especially in regard to the Na- 
tive American culture that once 
flourished here. 

"It's been a really great turnout. 
I've seen pretty much what I'm 
used to seeing in archaeology," ob- 
served Darden. 

"But people have brought in 
some very nice artifacts here," he 
said. 

Darden and his associates woe 
able to identify artifacts, estimate 
their ages, and explain their func- 
tions. "It's been an opportunity to 
see new things and particularly to 
disseminate information to others," 
he notal. 

Bob Harvey, a Land House vol- 
unteer, took advantage of the op- 
portunity to have some of his own 
saufacts examined by the experts. 

"I've had a long time interest in 
this kind of thing," he said. 

Even Harvey, who is prartically

vey. "It's really neat to see that 
many people who have an interest 
in this kind of thing." 

Stephanie "Running Water" 
Dean, a Tuscarora, heard that the 
ASV would be at the Land House 
and brought a few artifacts that 
were recently discovered on the land 
of a Nottaway relative. 

Dean's interest in Native Ameri- 
can artifacts has been purely for 
their cultural value; she had always 
regarded them as priceless. 

"I will put them back in the 
ground. I will never sell them," she 
said resolutely. "There are enough 
in museums." 

Ed Bottoms, the president of the 
Nansemond Chapter of the ASV, 
was pleased with both the enthusi- 
astic public response and variety of 
fossils and artifacts that woe 
brought in for identification. 

"One thing that we positively do 
not do is appraise these objects be- 
cause there is a market for artifacts 
and fossils," said Bottoms. "The 
unfortunate thing is thit — in se- 
curing these for sale — some many 
people are disturbing historic ar- 
chaeological sites and putting mon- 
etary values on things that really 
have scientific and historic value," 
Bottoms noted. 

"We positively do not buy, sell, 
trade or engage in pricing these ob- 
jects. 

Dawn Lucci brought in a bag full 
of fossils and artifacts separated anj 
wrapped carefully in newspaper, 
but identifying one particular fossil 
was of special interest to her. 

"I brought in an ancient tooth, 
and I was hoping that someone 
could tell me what it is," she said. 
"It's not all that big, but it's defi- 
nitely old." 

. Lucci did not walk away unen- 
lightened. 

According to the archaeologists, 
her "mysterious" tooth belonged to 
an ancient horse that lived and died 
sometime during the Pleistocene 
era. 

Juanita Peterien brought in a 
stone bowl found on a plantation 
near Atlanta and passed down as a 
family heirloom. 

Archaeologist Ed Bottoms identi- 
fied the material from which the 
bowl was made as steatite or soap- 
stone. He noted that soapstone, 
composed basically of talc, was 
heat and acid resistant. 

According to Bottoms, the bowl 
was ideal for cooking and eating, 
but it was not suitable for grinding 
or mixing because soapstone is a 
relatively soft material. 

Bottoms also mentioned that 
there was a source for soapstone in 
the vicinity of Atlanta. 

Eliassen s^med pleased that ho- 
ne w program was so well received 
and that the variety of artif^u and 
fossils had b^n so diverse. "I think 
it's impressive how people have 
treasured these items. They've heW 
held on to them and wanted to be 
careful about who they let see 
them," remarked Eliassen. "TI«y 
seemed to be reassured that they 
were right in holding on to these 
things and pl»:ing value on them." 
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and stayed in constant commimica- 

tion with his staff and the dis- 
patcher via radio, cell phone or by 
computer screen. Even when he 
was out of the vehicle, he kept a 
radio or a cell phone on hand. 

By 10 a.m. that morning, he had 
already dealt with the morning traf- 
fic and settled in like a pilot "cruis- 
ing" the roads. His eyes watched 
for accidents or careless drivers and 
his ears stayed tuned to everything 
that was being broadcast. 

"I am in charge of street, ambu- 
lance crews and the zone cars," he 
explained. 

The zone car is what the candiac 
technicians and paramedics drive. 
Three to six zone cars operate per 
day in the city. 

Bradberry said he typically re- 
sponds with the ambulances to a 
"code red" emergency such as a gun 
shot, stabbing, multiple vehicle ac- 
cidents, entrapments or drowning. 
He also assists the fire department 
on fires where there are injuries or 
smoke inhalation. 

He works with the dispatchers to 
coordinate ambulances especially in 
peak hours from 6 to 10 a.m. and 3 
to 7 p.m. when traffic can cause 
problems and ambulances are tied 
up on other calls. 

He handles calls from staff who 
need to leave early, get sick or have 
problems. Many of the duties the 
staff are capable of handling, and he 
gladly delegates them instead of 
handling it himself 

"Micro-management is 4iot 
good," he said. "I try to make the 
person feel like they are wanted and 
needed.'' 

It is also a great learning experi- 
ence for everyone. 

'1 learn something new 
everyday," he said. 

Bradberry's said one of his 
biggest problems is non-emergency 
ambulance calls. Calls for a cut 
finger, headache, flu or sunburn. 

"A lot of people abuse 911," he 
said. "They get a free ride to the 
hospital and don't have to wait in 
the waiting room. They can get 
seen immediately by qualifiedper- 
sonnel." 

Those calls often tie up ambu- 
lances that are critically needed. It 
is worse in the summer. 

Wednesday was a pretty 

slow day for Bradberry. He had no 
code emergencies, so he delivered 
necessary paperwork and videos to 

firefighters and EMS personnel 
with a smile and some friendly 
conversation. He then checked on a 
cardiac patient being transferred 
from the doctor's office to the hos- 
pital. 

One of the firefighter paramedics, 
Ron Monroe, had been pulled from 
his duties from the Kempsville 
Fire Station to man a zone car at 
Davis Corner. Composed and con- 
fident, the paramedic stabilized the 
patient and accompanied him to the 
hospital. A member of the ambu- 
lance crew drove the zone car to the 
hospital. 

After the patient was put into the 
hands of emergency room person- 
nel, Monroe and Bradberry talked 
'candidly about the recent problems 
aired between EMS and the fire- 
fighters. 

"These guys do a fine job," Mon- 
roe said. "But we need to focus. It's 
about people. Everything the fire- 
fighters have s^d is true." 

He said the problems are mainly 
political and they need to be re- 
solved so the fire department and 
EMS can function more efficiently. 

"We have a paramedic back at the 
fire station now that can't function

as a paramedic," he said. "I came 
off of my truck to do this." 

He crossed his hands in front of 
him as if they were chained togeth- 
er. 

"They are tying our hands," he 
said. 

Monroe said EMS should let the 
paramedics do what they have been 
trained to do on the fire trucks. He 
said most city rules are standard and 
the firefighters can read and will 
follow the city's protocol. 

"I'm not saying we don't want to 
fall under their direction," Monroe 
said. "We just want them to quit 
making it so hard. We want to uti- 
lize our minds and our equipment." 

Bradberry listened and added his 
own observations. He remained 
friendly and patient. He explained 
the state sets the guidelines for 
emergency care and that says the 
firefighter paramedics do two duties 
a month in a zone car. 

"They're getting paid for working 

on a volunteer service," he said. 

"I would like to be with my 
crew," Monroe said. "I could have 
been on other calls today." 

The two discussed some of the 
issues such as inaccessible drug 
boxes to firefighter paramedics and 
how long many of the current is- 
sues have been going on. Both 
agreed it is Slowly improving. 

"You've got to crawl be- 
fore your walk," Bradberry said. 

Bradberry then met with four 
other EMS volunteers for lunch at 
Rockafella's. The restaurant gives 
the volunteers 50 percent off of 
their meals because of their service 
to the community. It is a perk they 
really appreciate. 

The EMS people discussed a 
radio show and recent publicity re- 
garding their department and the 
firefighters. They are concerned and 
saddened at what they consider "a 
strained relationship" between the 
two departments. Some asked their 
names not be used. 

"I started hanging around the fire 
department when I was only 17," 
said one volunteer. "I used to even 
wash the battalion chief's car. It's 
not like that anymore." 

Another volunteer agreed. Things 
are changing, he said. Maybe grow- 
ing pains. He felt the issues woe 
more union-based than patient- 
bas«l. 

"This is a money issue," he said. 
"Fire-based EMS means job securi- 
ty for the firefighters. Let's face it, 
with modern equipment and tech- 



nology there are a whole lot less 
fires these days and firefighters 
don't have as much to do." 

Another volunteer agreed. 

He added that it simply makes 
sense not to send an expensive fire 
truck with minimal equipment to 
medical emergencies that EMS can 
handle because they have more 
equipment. 

Brkiberry agreed. 

He said later that the current situ- 
ation hurts both groups. He takes 
the firefighters' public criticism of 
the EMS system as "slander." He 
also maintained all situations do 
not need a paramedic. All firefight- 
ers areEMT's. They know how to 
do the ABC's of basic life support 
— airway, breathing and circula- 
tion. 

"No one is going to die," he said. 

Bradberry runs more errands and 
then responds to an accident with 
injuries. 

Upon arriving at the scene, he 
quickly assessed the situation to 
makes sure everyone is safe — 
from the officers handling traffic, 
to injured victims, to the EMS 
staff on site. 

The EMS paramedic briefs Brad- 
berry. The accident was quickly 
cleared. 

"I'm not here to tell them how to 
do the job," Bradberry said. "They 
are trained. I'm just an overseer aid 
help" out where I can." 

The next stop is station 14 to 
view some of the emergency vehi- 
cles and equipment. The station is 
clean, bright and pleasant. Two 
volunteers worked on blocks of 
wood used to stabilize vehicles that 
have crashed. Inside, a medical

video played on television and a 
volunteer from Knotts Island pre- 
pared supper for the volunteer 
council. 

She said she isn't too worried 
about ambulance response or trans- 
port time. It takes approximately 
45 minutes on Knotts Island. Their 
system is also all volunteer and 
people leave their homes or jobs to 
go to the station before responding 
to a call. 

A new call comes and Rad- 
berry, once again hops into his ve- 
hicle and drives — this time to the 
hospital. One of the EMT's sud- 
denly became ill on duty. 

As he pulls up to the hospital, a 
call comes in for an ambulance. A 
high school student fell while play- 
ing basketball and hurt his wrist, 
possibly broken fingers. It was 
rush hour traffic, and Bradberry co- 
ordinated with his staff for the 
quickest response. 

Inside the hospital, Monroe was 
once again on the scene. He had 
treated the EMT and he Ixiefed 
Bradberry on her condition. 

Bradberry talked to the young 
woman, filled out the necessary ja- 
perwork and waited until she was 
seen by the doctor. He then called 
someone to take her home. 

The emergency room doctor also 
talked about the EMS/firefighter is- 
sues. 

J.T. Garrison said he was a 
paramedic before entering medical 
school. He said the training is typi- 
cally done on a region-wide basis, 
but it is the same courses and same 
training. 

He has been with Bayside Hospi- 
tal for 3 1/2 years and former mali- 
cal director for Isle of Wight Coun- 
ty- 
He sees no problems with arrival 
times, emergency service or com- 
munication. But, he noted Bayside 
takes no trauma injuries or obstet- 
rics. All trauma goes to Norfolk 
General. 

"The system is as good here as 
anywhere," Garrison said. "They do 
a good job of triage in the field." 

By this time, it's after 6 p.m., 
past the time for Bradberry to go 
home. The night duty chief was 
waiting at one of the stations. 
Bradberry called his wife on the 
way and suggests pizza for supper. 

He stopped at the station to trade 
the Explorer for his own personal 
car and turn over the vehicle and 
duties to the night duty chief It 
was dark and quiet. The night duty 
chief waited inside. He and otho' 
personnel were watching music 
videos. 

"I just want us all to work to- 
gether," Bradberry said as he left

Baum presents policies 
on draining rural lots

Councilman John A. Baum iiuuKs iliat 
the city should not pay for drainage cor- 
rections that should hyve been provided 
by the seller of rural lots. 

In a presentation before City Council 
at a work session Tuesday, Baum pro- 
posed policies for the city In adopt to see 
that drainage problems are taken care of 
at the time property is developed. 

He said his major concern is that city 
services cost more the further they are 
from City Hall and public works facili- 
ties as they are in the southern end of the 
city. He said that older lots that have 
been platted for years have drainage prob- 
lems. 
Baum's suggested policies are: 
■ To require that strip highway lots 
should drain to major outfalls at the n3ar 
of properties and not to shallow highway 
ditches. Large highway dilches are dan- 
gerous, he said, and should not be con- 
structed in the future. 

Baum said that two-foot deep ditches 
will not rapidly drain the swales on prop- 
erties after heavy rainfalls — the city 
cleans the highway ditches every two or 
three years. Still, he said, the city should 
not be responsible for capital improve- 
ments to improve drainage which the 
farmland owners should have provided. 

City Council may decide to do so, he 
said, but it should not divert $300,000 in 
the Capital Improvement Program for 
stormwater infracture rehabilitation to 
farmette drainage. Farmettes are the three- 
acre lot subdivisions in rural areas where 
city sewer and water are not available and 
which depend on wells and septic tanks 
for service. 



■ Rural subdivisions, such as 
farmettes, he said, should not be ap- 
proved by staff unless satisfactory offsile 
drainage can be achieved. Two Blackwater 
applications now in the process, will not 
have a problem, he said, because both 
parcels have swampland within the origi- 
nal parcels. However, he said, future db- 
velopments should allow for floodwater 
dispo>sal even if it means providing off- 
site canals through other properties, in- 
cluding legal easements for future main- 
tenance. 

■ Since the city accepted the plate for 
an existing development at Princess 
Anne and Vaughan Roads, Baum said the 
city is responsible for providing offsite 
drainage including a recorded drainage 
easement. 

The development drains into a highway 
ditch, which is serving the development 
since it is about five feet higher than the 
farmland, but the increased runoff is 
flooding low lying farmland on the east 
side of Princess Anne Road. Baum said 
offsite drainage should have been provid- 
ed through an offsite ditch draining west- 
ward to West Neck Creek. Baum said that 
it is not right to use political pressure to 
get the city to provide drainage when 
property is changed from farmlands to 
farmettes. Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
said that part of the problem is that the 
city does not have drainage easements to 
get the water to the outfalls. 

Baum said that when there is interven- 
ing Jand owned by another party between 
the development and the swamp, the ds- 
velopment should not be approved. Ease- 
ments should be secured before a develop- 
ment is allowed, he said.

During a recent shopping trip, Dick 
Powell was standing in the checkout line 
when a man he didn't recognize ap- 
proached and began thanking him for 
turning the man's life around. 

"Wow, I owe you my life," the man 
said to Powell, executive director of the 
Judeo-Christian Outreach Center (JCOC). 

The man turned out to be a former resi- 
dent at ihe center's homeless shelter, who 
came to Powell as a drug addict several 
years ago. He was now drug-free and was 
mamed with a child. 

"You only need one or two of these a 
year," Powell said about the encounter. 
In fact, Powell has many similar stories

makes all the difference," he explained 

.Powell said he didn't know what to ex- 
pect when he and five area churches first 
fonned JCOC in 1986. All he knew 
when he started was that he wanted in 
feed the hungry. 

"It evolved out of a need," he added. 

Today. JCOC has 90 churches, sniki 
gogues and civic groiips helping to ser\c 
dinner every night of the year to about 
1 00 people. 

Bill Bertholf of Bayside Presbyterian, 
whose church participates in preparing 
and serving meals, said that many of 
those he served mcatloaf, scallop pota- 
toes, corn and apple pie to last week 
wouldn't eat otherwise.

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RABIES AWARENESS WEEK 

Better safe than sorry 

Rabies is 100 percent fatal. If that's not 
enough to scare you, consider that, according 
to health officials, as many as one-third of all 
cats and dogs in the United States are not 
vaccinated against the deadly virus. Yet many 
pet owners consider their dog or cat a 
member the family. Not vaccinating these 
dnimals is nor fair to human or pet. 

Rabies Awareness Week is a good time to 
take that important step. In a regional effort 
to make everyone aware of the disease many 
cities are offering services at reduced prices 
to prevent rabies affecting you or your 
domestic pet. 

Though we live in a metropolitan area, 
Hampton Roads is not immune to the threat 
of rabies, which attacks the central nervous 
system of warm-blooded animals. Even 
humans can be affected. It is usually 
transmitted when an infected animal bites 
another animal or human being. 

According to the Virginia Department of 
Health's Office of Epidemiology, in calendar 
year 1999 there were several rabies cases 
reported within our area: Chesapeake, two 
foxes, nine raccoons; Portsmouth, twO 
raccoon^; Virginia Beach, two catS/ eight 
raccoons. 

In many cases, the rabid animals tangled 
with family pets. Fortunately, most of the pets 
had their vaccinat^ns. 

In the case of dogs and cats, if they are 
infectious at the time of biting or scratching 
someone, the animal will not survive for 10 
more days. That is the purpose of the law 
requiring quarantine of dogs and cats who 
bite and scratch. If they survive that 10-day 
period without becoming sick or dying, they 
were not infectious at the time of the bite or 
scratch. 

However, less is known about rabies in the 
wild. It is not known how long these animals 
can incubate or harbor this disease. Some 
Avlld animals can be infected and still appear 
healthy. For this reason there is no 
recognized quarantine period for wild 
animals. The only way to be sure a wild 
animal has rabies is to euthanize it and test 
its brain in a laboratory. 

Local animal control agencies do everything 
in their power to capture these creatures 
with humane traps. However, there are a 
limited number of traps. Citizens must also 
do their part to protect family and pets. 
There are a few precautions responsible pet 
owners should follow: ■ 

■ Keep pets inside. 

■ Do not leave pets outdoors unattended. 

■ Keep pets current on all vaccinations, 
especially rabies. 

■ Do not feed pets outdoors or leaVe food 
outside. 

■ Do not feed wildlife or encourage wildlife 
to remain on your property. 

■ Keep garbage in tightly- sealed containers. 

■ Teach children not to approach or try to 
touch any wild or stray animal. 

■ Report any wound of unknown origin on a 
pet to animal control officials. 

■ Report any bite or scratch from a warm- 
blooded animal to your child or other family 
member to animal control.

venge. 

There is a 
legitimate 
philosophi- 
cal question as to whether an unviable 
fetus is a person. Some religions 
profess that the soul is present from 
the moment of conception whHe oth- 
ers believe it incarnates at birth. 

Wisely, the U.S. Supreme Court 
avoids the religiousjgsue altogether 
and legally confers personhood at the 
stage in fetal development when the 
fetus can live as a separate individual 
outside of the womb. 

Obviously, for those who believe 
personhood begins at conception, 
abortion is a violation of the Fifth 
Commandment and a grave sin 
against God's law.

mandment is to do unto others as we 
would have them do unto us. 

No truly Christian society can jus- 
tify practicing vengeance, no matter 
how heinous the crime. "Vengeance 
is mine, sayeth the Lord" ought to 
settle that issue once and for all. 

Fundamentalist Christians are 
quick to point out that it is what is in 
a person's heart that constitutes a 
breach of God's law. Since we will 
never be able to devise a justice sys- 
tem equipped to fairly assess the in- 
ner man„we must content ourselves 
with punishing the action itself, leav- 
ing the avenging of the wrong to the 
perfect wisdom of God. 

Whenever we take upon ourselves 
the right to determine the length of 
another's life, we are playing God. 
But that's exactly what the murderer 
did when he took the life of another. 
True, but that his sin 

Let's face it. There is no question 
what is in our collective heart when 
we demand a life for a life. It is 
revenge — pure and simple. In fact, 
avenging the loss of the victim's loved 
ones is the only viable argument left 
to proponents of the death penalty. 

Every major study proves that not 
only does the death penalty not deter 
crime, it is only present in the world's 
most violent societies. To our great 
shame, only totalitarian states and 



the United States still put their citi- 
zens to death. 

Even the loudest clamorers for "a 
life for a life" become uncomfortable 
when asked what we should do about 
the fact that our justice system can 
and does err. No one contends that it 
is moral or just for the state to take an 
innocent life. 

But that misses the point altogether 
— it is immoral for the state to put 
anyone to death. And, that is espe- 
cially true for a society that professes 
to be Christian. 

The whole point of life for Chris- 
tians is to seek and find redemption, 
and to atone for one's sins in order to 
return to God. Life imprisonment is 
not only a justifiably harsh punish- 
ment for someone convicted of capi- 
tal murder, but also the prisoner has 
little recourse beyond atonement and 
the seeking of deeper spiritual mean- 
ing for life itself; 

So, why do we insist upon killing 
the perpetrator of any crime? It does 
not right the wrong — the victims are 
still dead and their families are still 
deprived of their loved one. 

It's often said that witnessing the 
execution of the person responsible 
brings comfort to the victim's fam- 
ily. I can't imagine how that could 
be, but, if true, we can only wonder 
what God must see in their hearts. 

But even if it does bring comfort, 
there is a more important value at 
stake here. Violence begets violence 
and it is never the answer to solving 
any problem in civilized society. 

There is no justification for the 
individual or the state to use violence 
except to prevent violence. That is 
what makes self-defense and pros- 
ecuting a just war moral acts. 

Putting a prisoner to death is not to 
stop violence, itistocommitit. Shame 
on any society for needing human 
blood on its hands in order to feel 
avenged for its justifiable outrage. 
The truth is that the death penalty is 
not about the criminal, but ourselves.

Creative 'takes' 
on history need 
to be debunked 

There are many stories about 
America that we've been taught 
through the years are true. Are they, 
or are they stories that have been 
repeated so 
many times 
that we just 
assume they 
are true and 
repeat them 
to keep the 
ball rolling? 
Here are a 
few that are 
not exactly 
what we 
thought they 
were. 

The story 
that Jackie 
Robinson, a 
great base- 
ball player 
and all- 
round ath- 
lete, broke organized baseball's color 
barrier in 1947 when he was signed 
by the Brooklyn Dodger's organiza- 
tion. That's not exactly true. Robinson 
was not the first black man to play 
organized baseball. In fact, he came 
along more than 60 years after Moss 
"Fleet" Wal ker, a catcher who played 
in 42 games for the Toledo Mudhens 
of the American Association in 1 884. 
Walker's brother joined him later in 
the season, but played only in five 
games. 

When the '84 season ended, both 
werig gone, Robinson, of course, be- 
came an outstanding player with the 
Brooklyn Dodgers and was inducted 
into the Baseball Hall of Fame in 
Cooperstown, N.Y. 

The story about the gangster Ma- 
chine Gun Kelley is an interesting 
one. The legend goes that Machine 
Gun Kelley coined the expression 
"G-men" for government men. In 
1933, so the story goes, FBI agents 
surrounded him on a Tennessee farm . 
Rather than try to shoot his way out, 
Kelley threw up his hands and shouted 
to the government agents, "Don't 
shoot, G-men, don't shoot!" 

FBI Director J. Edgar Hoover 
cleared up the matter in a 1946 issue 
of the Tennessee Law Review. In his 
article. Hoover wrote that he made 
the story up to generate publicity for 
the bureau and to give his agents a 
nickname. Also, what Kelley really 
said was, "OK boys, I've been wait- 
ing for you all night, I give up." 

We've heard the story all our lives 
that Geronimo was the name of a 
famous Apache chief The story needs 
a little correcting to make it accurate. 
Not much, but just a little. 

His name was actually Govathlay, 
which doesn't sound anything like 
Geronimo. Mexican settlers who 
couldn't pronounce Govathlay re- 
ferred to the chief as "Jerome" or 
"Geronimo" in Spanish. And there is 
nothing in the historical record to 
suggest that Govathlay ever shouted 
"Geronimo" as he jumped from a 
cliff into a river to escape the U.S. 
Calvary. That was from a 1 940 movie 
which probably led to the "Geronimo" 
legend. Worid War II paratroopers 
did, however, frequently shout 
"Geronimo" when they jumped out 
of airplanes. 
Welcome to the real worid.

■ We continued to evaluate and 
create publ ic-pri vate partnerships that 
would benefit the city and our citi- 
zens, including an upscale hotel and 
shopping complex at 3 1st Street on 
Atlantic Avenue that will provide the 
largest public park on the oceanfront 
along with a substantial number of 
parking spaces. 

Additionally, the 25-year vision of 
The Town Center of Virginia Beach 
project in the Pembroke area is closer 
to a reality. A Tax Increment Financ- 
ing (TIF) District was developed to 
facilitate the development at Pem- 
broke. 

■ Once again, for the ninth year in 
a row, Virginia Beach's crime rate 
was so low we were rated by the FBI 
as America' s safest city over 300,000 
in population. 

■ The GTE Virginia Beach Am- 
phitheater had another banner year, 
returning more than $1 million to the 
city's operating budget as big name 
performers continued to draw excited 
crowds from throughout the region. 

■ We intensifled housing code 
enforcement to enhance neighbor- 
hood quality throughout our city. 

■ The city proudly unveiled Leg- 
ends Walk, a walk of fame attraction 
featuring famous Virginians. 

■ The Department of Economic 
Development reported 1 3 new com- 
panies in the city, 25 expansions/ 
retentions, 1,588 new jobs and 1,881 
retained jobs. The city sold 1.5 acres 
to Oceana East, 22.5 acres to Oceana 
West Corporate Park and 3.5 acres to 
Corporate Landing. This include a 
total of 1 1 8,380 square feet of office 
and warehouse space to be con- 
structed by new and existing compa- 
nies as well as 554,725 square feet 
absorbed (leased space) for existing 
office-industrial businesses.

ing. 

The Bayside Project was show- 
cased internationally at a recent 
LERN convention held in Washing- 
ton, D.C. Parks and Recreation'spres- 
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tigious nomination was from a field 
of more than 100 nominees. 

■ Opened City View Park, a new 
42-acre district park. 

■ Renovated 16 school play- 
grounds, with 15 more in design. 

■ Added nine more neighborhood 
parks, bringing the total to 172. 

■ Acquired and demolished Bow 
Creek Motel for transformation into 
a new park and began golf course 
improvements. 

■ Moved ahead in national and 
international amateur and profes- 
sional sporting events. Sports mar- 
keting has emerged as a successful 
endeavor for Virginia Beach. 

■ Constructed and completed the 
Salem Road project. 

■ Reduced water rates for resi- 
dents by 10 cents per 1,000 gallons. 

■ Completed the seawall and 
boardwalk from 27th to 40th streets. 

■ Completed the long-awaited 
Western Branch Lynnhaven River 
Dredging Project. 

■ The largest Resort Beach re- 
plenishment sand volume since 
1989's "Operation Big Beach" was 
completed. More than 570,000 cubic 
yards of sand were placed on the 
beach to prepare us and save us from 
the potentially damaging effects of 
hurricanes. That's enough sand to fill 
an entire street block at the ocean- 
front (350 feet by 350 feet) 125 feet 
high. 

■ Our automated curbside recy- 
cling program, which has an unprec- 
edented 76 percent citizen participa- 
tion rate, was selected "best munici- 
pal/county recycling program" in the 
state by the Virginia Recycling Asso- 
ciation and earned national recogni- 
tion in Waste Industry Journals. The 
city of Virginia Beach has saved $2 
million annually in avoided disposal 
costs; and, in addition to implement- 
ing $800,000 worth of operational 
reductions, we were able to reduce 
the net cost of the recycling program 
to just $1 per household per month. 

■ Between Norfolk, Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth and Virginia Beach, Vir- 
ginia Beach has the lowest real estate 
tax rate, which has been the same 
since 1996, at $1.22 per $100 value. 

With all the things listed above and 
last week in this column, our beauti- 
ful beaches, sunny weather and 
friendly citizens, Virginia Beach is 
truly a "Community for a lifetime."

Gail Silvasi's office is a natural magnet 
for students between bells at Woodrow 
Wilson High School. 

Most know she keeps a big tin stocked 
with Tootsie Rolls for whoever stops by, and 
she's got a stash of pretzel sticks waiting for 
the before-lunch munchies. But the real 
reason teens visit Silvasi is her sparkling 
personality and willingness to listen to 
every student. 

No wonder she has 255 children — her 
own daughter, CJ, and the 254 students 
enrolled in Wilson High's magnet program 
which she facilitates. 

The 49-year-old Virginia Beach resident is 
on familiar turf as a faculty member at 
Wilson High. Silvasi graduated from Wilson 
and came back "home" to work there as a 
social studies teacher. Five years ago she 
accepted the position as magnet facilitator, 
pushing enrollment in the program from 15 
students to 254 today. 

"I had a student walk in here the other 
day and ask, 'Mrs. Silvasi, what do you do? 
We just know you take care of us and get us 
out of trouble.' I laughed, 'Is there anything 
else you need?' I really do have a difficult 
job description." 

The magnet program is designed to 
prepare students for the rigors of college 
academics and "push them that extra bit, 
whether it's setting schedules to meet 
magnet requirements or talking with parents 
about the SATs." 

Silvasi encourages teens to go the extra 
mile, such as taking four years of foreign 
language instead of three. 

Because colleges these days look for a 
good record of community service, Silvasi 
also organizes efforts for students to fulfill 
that requirement. She also brings in 
admissions advisors to counsel the students 
and works one on one with students to tailor 
their classes for the best possible impact. 
Because technological skills are vital 
today, she even allows students in the 
magnet program to take home a laptop 
computer. 

Silvasi's duties don't end there. She is the 
sponsor for Wilson's Interact and Computer 
clubs. She also works with the school's 
Model UN program, though not the coach. 
Professionally, she is president of the 
honorary education society Alpha Delta 
Kappa Pi. She attends St. Aidens Episcopal 
Church, where she is a senior choir member. 
As a high school student, Silvasi dreamed 
of becoming a lawyer. But when the time 
came to pick a college, she literally 
followed her heart instead. 

"To be honest, my boyfriend went off to 
Virginia Tech, which was all boys, so I 
picked Radford, which was all girls. I had to 
major in something, so I chose social 
sciences thinking I'd get into law later. 
Guess I saw that "social" in social 
sciences!" she laughed. "But I ended up 
teaching — sort of fell into it, I guess — 
and absolutely love it." 

Education is a family affair, SilvaS's 
husband, Joe, teaches special education at 
Great Bridge High in Chesapeake. Two 
sisters and a brother-in-law are also 
educators, 

"But we try to make family gathering 
where we don't la\k about school," she said. 
Noting "the kids keep me young," Silvasi 
works to bring fun to education. She 
believes that teens today have it much more 
difficult than those of past generations, even 
just 10 years ago, because "the media pulls 
them in all kinds of ways. They're thinking 
'I want to be cool.' So they need people 
who care a lot about them in school. They 
need that constant support." 

The walls of Silvasi's office reflect that 
philosophy. Because she goes that extra 
mile, grateful students have presented her 
with small tokens of their gratitude, from an 
origami mobile hanging from the ceiling to 
photographs of teens engaged in community 
service efforts. 

"But the real reward comes when the 
students come back and say, 'Thank you for 




pushing me and making me take that extra 
step.'"

vided; The facility will be nsduced 
in size from 163,000 to 159,000 
square feet, where a typical store 
would be 177,000 square feet. 

He said the applicant was asked 
to add additional landscaping and 
over 2,000 square feet in excess of 
current requirements will be includ- 
ed. And under the plan, the best 
management practices (BNMP) 
lake will be moved closer to the 
pumping station. The perimeter 
landscaping will contain 8,500 
square feet in excess of the require- 
ment — over 22,794 square feet 
which will be the largest of any ap- 
plication ever considered by the 
city except for the amphitheater. 

He said that the applications have 



strong support from the commer- 
cial sector and adjacent property 
owners and over 1,000 city i«si- 
dents have signed petitions in favor 
of locating a Lowe's there. 

Carl Eastman, an attorney, said 
the project is too big for the site. 
He said he would welcome a 
Lowe's on the right site at the 
right location. He said the walk- 
ways are laudable but that the way 
they are designed is not conducive 
to using them. He said that the 
larger trees are more compressed in 
the back of the lot and that the re- 
duction in the building size is not 
significant. "We don't want to see 
another big box like this off the in- 
terstation," he said. 

Joe Taylor, of Taylor's stores, 
said that the boulevard already has 
three big empty hulks, and "we 
don't need more flea markets. 



He said that "big boxes" did not 
exist until 10 years ago and that 
the zoning ordinances don't treat 
them differently than other busi- 
nesses. Virginia Beach has to con- 
sider where they should be located. 

Nutter said that the stores are 
popular because they provide the 
things the public wants. He said 
they are big because the public 
wants things like lumber and want 
to go to one place to shop. The 
problems with big stores can be ad- 
dressed, he said by putting in, mul- 
tiple entrances and parking in the 
rear. 

Even with the changes offered by 
the applicant, Scott said that the 
project still does not meet the n;- 
quirements that others have met. 
He said the project is not up to the 
existing standards or the proposed 
standards.

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go away," Bertholf said. "We have 
to address that." 

Besides nourishing the bodies of 
the area homeless, the center hous- 
es 50 residents in its shelter and 
teaches life-training and GED 
preparation classes in its education 
building. 

While JCOC offers a variety of 
services to the homeless, those 
who live on the premises find that 
it is no free ride. 

The center's staff say they oper- 
ate under a "tough love" policy 
where residents must work toward 
improving the condition of their 
lives so thai they can become self- 
sufficient. 

"The program works," said Pow- 
ell. However, he admits that matiy 
residents don't like that he is strict 
about them attending substance 
abuse classes if they have a drug or 
alcohol problem or requiring them 
to get a job and save their funds so 
they can eventually move out. 
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"They say they don't have to do 
that, but they don't have to live 
here either," he noted. 

David Deaderick, a two-year resi- 
dent at the shelter, said that he 
doesn't know where he'd be today 
if it weren't for JCOC. 

"It helped me out a lot," he said. 
"It got me off the streets. I was liv- 
ing in my car." 

Deaderick explained that as a re- 
sult of staying at JCOC, he kicked 
a drug habit and saved enough 
money by working at JCOC's 
thrift store — where he fixes up 
old computers and sells them — so 
that he can move out soon and rent 
a nearby duplex. 

"I think they do a lot for people 
who take advantage of it," he ex- 
plained about the services JCOC 
provides for its residence and other 
area homeless individuals. 

Adults are not the only ones who 
JCOC is trying to help. It also 
provides KID's CLUB, a mentor 
program for neighborhood children 
who need extra attention. 

It tries to match each child up 
with a volunteer, but Bill Kimball, 
the center's education director, said 
that they are running a little short 
on volunteers these days so they 
often have two children for each 
adult or high school student. 

"Children have benefited from the 
relationships and the bonding," 
Kimball noted. He also mentioned 
that teachers and parents have com- 
mented about the positive change 
they have seen in the children who 
attend. 



Powell has a very good reason 
for targeting these young people. 

"Everybody we see with an alco- 
hol or drug problem had a bad 
childhood," he explained. Powell 
hopes to break that cycle. 

He is serious about trying to pre- 
vent homelessness. The next group 
JCOC plans to address are teen- 
agers who are not welcomed at 
home. Although, it has been diffi- 
cult for JCOC to find a site for a 
facility where they can house, edu- 
cate and train this group, Powell 
hopes to open the Hampton Roads 
Youth Campus before 2002. 

In the mean time, JCOC is set to 
celebrate its 14th anniversary Sat- 
urday, March 14 with a fundraising 
event to support the ministry.

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Spring training inspires the 
would-be greats in all of us 




Out in 
Left Field

Each year, when spring training 
begins for ball players, F inevitably 
begin thinking about a career choice 
I made many years ago. If I had that 
choice to make again — knowing 
what 1 know now — ^ I'd be a Major

It 
was in the city of Philadelphia, and I 
had just graduated from kindergar- 
ten. My lunatic brothers were prob- 
ably with my dad in our Philadelphia 
apartment on Broad Street, not far 
from the Naval Shipyard. 

I had just purchased my first pack 
of baseball trading cards. In those 
days, a huge slab of bubble gum came 
in each pack. I stuffed the entire slab 
into my mouth; 1 was in the middleof 
a bubble gum orgy. 
As I was walking across the street 

— with my mom holding one hand 

— I was thumbing through the base- 
ball cards with the other. AI Kaline 
was among them. Although I didn't 
know an outfielder from an infield 
lly in those early years, I knew a 
Detroit Tiger when I saw the logo. 

AI Kaline slipped from my hand 
and landed in the middle of the trol- 
ley tracks. I escaped my mother's 
grasp and impulsively turned to save 
Kaline from certain destruction. If I 
had hesitated even for 30 seconds, a 
Philadelphia trolley car would have 
cut the Tiger star in half. Kaline, as I 
recall, never found out about my he- 
roics. 

That same year I witnessed my 
first Major League Baseball game in 
the City of Brotherly Love. I have no 
idea who was playing, but 1 remem- 
ber (hat it was a night game. Chances 
are the St. Louis Cardinals were whip- 



ping the Phillies. My dad was a life- 
long Cardinals fan and loved to see 
Stan "The Man" Musial play. 

During that game, my dad some- 
how acquired a baseball bat and pre- 
sented it to me — probably an Eddie 
Gaedel model. I can remember drag- 
ging it around with me wherever I 
went for almost a year. That was my 
very first bat. Ifl had becomeapower 
hitter — like McGwire or Sosa — 
that would have truly been an auspi- 
cious beginning. 

As my baseball career blossomed, 
I decided to focus on another facet of 
the game. Hitting home runs was not 
my forte. In fact, those who coached 
mc in my youth felt that I had es- 
chewed hitting altogether. Honestly, 
I was no Henry Aaron. I was a left- 
handed batter with less power than a 
25 watt light bulb. 

In my youth. I especially admired 
Warren Spahn. the Milwaukee 
Braves' cagey left-hander. I decided, 
like Spahnie, pitching would be my 
.specialty. Anyone can use a good 
lefty pitcher. Some things in baseball 
just never change. 

As an aspiring hurler, I lacked only 
two things: speed and control. I 
couldn't throw the ball through a 
paper bag, and I didn't have a clue 
where the ball was going when it 
exited my hand. Always an optimist, 
I viewed these unique feature^of my 
pitching technique in a positive light, 
while some folks might have consid- 
ered such peculiarities unmitigated 
liabilities. Every pitch I tossed was a 
potential brush-back pitch, but the 
opposing hitters had plenty of time to 
saunteroutofharm'sway.Whenlhit 
a batter — and I whacked a more than 
a few — no one suffered much. 

Much to my consternation, coaches 
saw my pitching strategy in a far 
di fferent light and promptly converted 
me into a right fielder. Although I 
only had the occasion to catch one fly 
ball in right field during two seasons, 
I al waysendeavored to play the game 
with as much apathy as I could mus- 
ter. Right field was my lonely do- 
main. 

During a single inning of one of the 
few games I played in left field, I 
retired the opposing side single- 
handedly. I caught three fly balls. 
While two of the catches were rou- 
tine, the third grab bordered on the 
spectacular. Quite a feat for an erst- 
while right fielder.

Defensive play became my new 
specialty. My fieldinggems were the 
true highlights of a rather modest 
career in baseball. I habitually made 
routine plays look sensational. I con- 
fess that it was a gi ft. I kept one eye on 
the grandstand and the other on the 
ball. Stumbling and falling, I was 
usually able to make an easy catch 
lookextraordinary.Iconsidered base- 
ball an art form — not merely a sport. 

Opposing coaches gazed at me in 
complete awe — utter astonishment 
might be more accurate — for they 
rarely had an opportunity to observe 
an outfielder with such unorthodox 
technique. My own coaches were 
generally speechless; when they did 
speak, they called me either "Hot- 
dog" or "Grandstand." No doubt out 
of heartfelt approval. 

As someone, proba'bly Yogi Berra, 
once said, "It's ea.sy ! You hit the ball. 
You catch the bah. You throw the 
ball." 

Somewhere along the line, base- 
ball became too eleitientary a game. I 
lost interest, and I let baseball go. 

Iguess I simply needed a challenge 
in life. Anyone with my exceptional 
athletic ability could play Major 
League Baseball. I chose to be differ- 



ent. My field of dreams would not be 
on a baseball diamond. I decided do 
something bordering on the impos- 
sible: I would earn a comfortable 
living as a writer and become a liter- 
ary giant. 

Looking back over 30 years, I'm 
convinced that I should have not have 
abandoned baseball so hastily. I'd 
probably be a multi-millionaire by 
now. Invariably, hindsight is 20-20, 
but I honestly do see things from a 
different perspective now. Heck, 
anyone with half a brain can write — 
with the possible exception of 
Shoeless Joe Jackson — but he could 
knock the cover off the ball. When 
you can slap a baseball 550 feet, few 
folks care if you can speak — much 

• less read or write. "Say it ain't so, 
Joe." 

Yeah, if I could turn back the hands 
of time, I'd certainly do things differ- 
ently. I'd become a Major Leaguer 
insteadof a writer. That's a real no 
brainer. Then all I'd ever have to 
write would be my name — to en- 
dorse my checks, sign autographs, 

and stufflike that. Of course, I'd only 

sign autographs when I really felt 

like it.

Steven, a Navy aircraft mechanic, 
found out about the experimental 
fetal surgery at Vanderbilt Univer- 
sity.

the mother's body, cleave it open 
and close the tissue over the fetus' 
exposed spinal cord. 

Helen was born Oct. 7 about five 
weeks after the surgery, but about 
five weeks before she was due. She 
was literally kicking and scream- 
ing. She could feel her father tickle 
her feet. She could curl her toes. 

This would have never been pos- 
sible without this surgery. She 
would have been confined to a 
wheelchair for the rest of her life 
and would have had water on the 
brain. Helen is now 17 months 
old. has token a few steps and can 
liow sit alone.

In response Spore points out in a letter 
directed to the three that the city has an 
obligation to communicate with ;uxl 
hopefully inform its citizens on impor- 
tant issues of the day. He said that Ihe 
city has a responsibility to take reason- 
able steps to inform and involve the citi- 
zens. 

He says that during the past few years. 
City Council has placed greater emphasis 
on communicating with residents and 
that increasing the flow and quality of 
public information was one of the top 
priorities expressed by council at its Au- 
gust 1999 retreat. 

He said that the FAQs are actually one 
of the most cost-effective means the city 
has to reach large numbers of citizens. 




The roughly $2,(X)0 per page cost of an 
FAQ places information into approxi- 
mately 100,000 Virginia Beach hou.se- 
holds. he says, which translates to a cost 
of two cents per family or four cents in 
the case of a two-page FAQ. 

The FAQs, he says have a single pur- 
pose, lo communicate accurate, some- 
times complex information and context 
10 the cilizcns and ultimately lo help 
achieve the city's goal of a better in- 
formed public. 

Spore points out that the attorney gen- 
eral has reasoned Ihat "the views of a 
local-governing body are an essential ele- 
ment in the debate of a public issue and 
concludes that it is 'proper' for the gov- 
erning body or agency to make appropri- 
ate comment on the effects of importaol 
public issue'ii. 

Since the inception of the FAQ pro-

Robert Matthias, assistant to the city 
manager who looks after the city's inter- 
ests in Richmond, reported to City 
Council Tuesday at a council workshop 
that it was an "exceptionally good Gener- 
al Assembly session." 

He said that every item in the city's 
legislative package was addressMl to the 
satisfaction of the city except for the oik 
related to hate crimes — to include sexu- 
al orientation in definition of hate 



crimes. 

The assembly made up the $12.8 mil- 
lion shortfall in the Comprehensive Ser- 
vices Act (CSA) budget and appwved 
$1.9 million the the Hampton Ro^ 
Transportation (HRT) innovative buses 
plan. 

Matthias said that requiring annual val- 
uation studies of the VRS using June 30, 
1999 as the valuation date will save the 
stale $1 13.1 million during the next bien- 
nium. 

And, all funding cut by the governor 



for non-state agencies was replaced. 
Among other actions; 

■ The SO (Standards of Quality) 
teacher salary increase in the first year of 
the biennium will be 2.4 percenlon Dec. 
1, 2000. 

State aid to libraries is fully funded. 

■ TItt CSA was moved from the secre- 
tary of education to the secretary of 
health and human services. , 

■ The CSA allocation to each locality 
changed from the current methodology to 
tlie latest fiscal year or a three year aver- 
age, which ever is greater. 

■ $4.5 million is provided in each year 
for non-mandated cases. 

■ The public beach board rcxcives 
$230,000 for a grant fund. 



■ Nori'olk rK^eived $100,000 to diwlge 
Pretty Lake. 

■ $6.2 million was provided for each 
>car for open space land purchase. 

■ $870,000 was provided to develop a

TORNADO PREPAREDNESS DAT 

Go low, get low 

Complete devastation. Lives shattered. Loved 
ones lost. Families starting over with nothing. 

This is reality for people whose lives are 
altered forever when deadly tornadoes strike. 
People lose homes, vehicles and other worldly 
possessions. All that's left is what they can 
salvage from picking through the rubble of 
their lives. 

These forces of nature can be described in 
three words: spectacular, awesome, deadly. 

Though it's the Midwest tornadoes that 
typically make headlines, Virginians shouldn't 
be lulled into a false sense of security that 
such weather can't happen here. It can and 
has. 

Nine tornadoes ripped through Virginia last 
year, leaving injuries and destruction but, 
fortunately, no deaths. Hurricane Dennis 
spawned last year's most damaging tornado, 
which crashed into several apartment 
complexes and an assisted-living facility in 
Hampton. More than 460 people lost their 
homes, and damage estimates reached $7.7 
million. 

In 1996, 24 tornadoes were reported in 
Virginia, four times the average of six per 
year. In 1993, 18 tornadoes struck the state 
in one day — kiUing four people and injuring 
more than 200 in Petersburg, Hopewell and 
Colonial Heights. 

When preparing for tornadoes, the most 
important step is to find safe shelter. The 
general rule for tornado safety is "go low and 
get low," according to Bill Sammler, warning 
coordination meteorologist with the National 
Weather Service (NWS). "You should go to the 
lowest level of the structure you are in, away 
from windows. Crouch in a low position, and 
protect your head." 

Tornadoes can hit anywhere at any time. 
Typically, however, tornado season is April 
through October with twisters striking 
between 3 and 9 p.m. Always born out of 
severe thunderstorms, tornadoes can be 
stationary or moving. 

Gov. Jim Gllmore has proclaimed March 28 
as Tornado Preparedness Day in Virginia. Just 
in time for the tornado season. At 9:45 a.m. 
that day, the Virginia Department of 
Emergency Services and NWS will conduct a 
statewide tornado drill. The purpose is to 
provide schools, businesses and residents 
with an opportunity to test their emergency 
plans. The warning will be tone-alerted and 
broadcast on NOAA weather radio. The 
Emergency Alert System will be holding a 
statewide test at the same time. 

Before the drill, take time to review some 
simple safety and preparedness tips: 

■ The best shelter from a tornado is a 
basement. If you don't have one. go to a room 
without windows nearest the center of the 
house or the lowest level of the house. 

■ Avoid windows. Opening windows to 
equalize pressure is ineffective in reducing 
damage during a tornado. 

■ Mobile homes are extremely unsafe. Seek 
shelter elsewhere. 

■ If caught in an open building, like a 
shopping mall, go into the restroom. 

■ If outside when a tornado strikes, try to 
find shelter immediately in the nearest 
substantial building. If no buildings are close, 
lie flat in a ditch or other ground depression. 

■ If in a vehicle, get out and try to find 
shelter. A bridge, underpass, culvert or ditch 
can all provide shelter.

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PETA brews up bad idea

Being in the news industry, few 
things shock me. Bui this did. It hon- 
estly did. My blood began to boil as I 
read and reread the article. Could this 
be an early April Fool's Day joke? 
Knowing the scathing letter I'll 
probably get from the PETA people 
for criticizing their ludicrous cam- 
paign, I decided to hit the keyboard 
anyway for my retort. 

There arc some problems with this 
campaign "against" milk and "for" 
beer. 

My chief concern is the message 

PETA is sending to college students. 

We know that drinking — under-

age drinking, no less ^ is a problem 
on our campuses of higher learning.

And now PETA is telling college 
students to drink heer. not milk? 

I wasn't 2 1 until my senior year of 
college, making me less than the le- 
gal drinking age for my other three 
years of college. Roughly two-thirds 
to ihree-fourths of college students 
are under 2 1 . PETA is'tclling them to 
drink beer. too. 

In its crusade against the "evils" of 
milk, it's exacerbating another — 
and much worse — problem. And, by 
the way. how many of us consider 
drinking milk a bad thing anyway? 

Then again, most of us aren't 
PETA, though I would bet that the 
majority of people arc animal lovers. 
I've rarely met someone who didn't 
like animals. 

I love animals. I've had and still 
have pets. I don't consider drinking 
milk an affront to animal or mankind. 

Another problem with PETA's 
campaign is its lopsided findings on 
the nutritional goodness of beer and 
badness of milk. 

PETA compared data which can 
be found on any milk carton and beer 
bottle. In pitting a cup of 2 percent 
milk against a cup of regular beer, it 
foundmilk had 5 grams of fat and 20 
milligramsofchole.sterol.lt also says 
milk has fivelimes as much sodium 
as beer and one-third more calories. 

Problem is, what about the vita- 
mins and minerals? 

Sure, it's nice to know about the fat 
grams and calories. If you want to go 
for no-fat, drink fat-free milk. You'll 



still get your calcium, vitamin Dand 
other nutrients. And some protein, 
too. 

What will one get nutritionally from 
drinking a beer? Hmmni. I dunno, 
but drink enough of them and you'll 
get a good buz/.. You can't gel drunk 
from downing a few glasses of milk. 

But you will get strong, healthy 
bones and teeth. 

Oh yeah, I almost forgot, 1' ve heard 
of getting a beer gut. Bui a milk gut? 
Please! 

Simply put, PETA's campaign is 
irresponsible. While I can appreciate 
its concern for animal rights, I think 
most of us would agree that the orga- 
nization often goes overboard on its 
ladies — this campaign in particu- 
lar. 

A PETA spokesperson quoted in 
the article said that the organization 
uses shock tactics like this because it 
doesn't "have the budgets of the ani- 
mal exploitation industries." Its con- 
cern with milk and spinoff products 
is the conditions endured by dairy 
cows. 

Guess we're not supposed to eat 
cheese, yogurt, ice cream or other 
dairy products either. 

Nope, the PETA spokesperson says 
we should be using soy milk instead 
because beer on your breakfast ce- 
real, for example, just aren't a good 
mix. 

One final thought: Do you think 
beer will start appearing on the Nutri- 
tional Pyramid in place of milk and 
other dairy products?

But the real credit for taking a 
stand against the ceding of our right 
to representative government to the 
dollar-bearing lobbyists goes to our 
local civic associations. They have 
been trying to put the brakes on our 
government-for-sale to the highest 
bidder for years. 

Perhaps we can thank the McCain 
phenomena for finally getting this 
issue on the front-burner in Hampton 
Roads. If so. Sen. McCain may have 
just lost the battle, but won the war. 
We must not let this long-awaited 
moment pass without telling it like it 
is. Voluntary spending limits arc bel- 
ter than our current system which 
reeks like gym .socks left unwashed 
in a locker. 

But they will not work in the seedy 
world of modern day politics.

support cleaning up the system at the 
front door while they scoop up the 
tainted money at the back. 

McCain had it exactly right — we 
need to give the government back to 
the people.

No American should 
we allow wealthy lawyers, doctors 
and the Indian chiefs of our society to 
.set our legislative agenda. 

And it's not just the wealthy elite 
whose dollar buys undue influence. 
Equally dangerous are the big checks 
written by special interest groups who 
incur future favors from political lead- 
ers by funding "so-called" indepen- 
dent fundingof negative ads and push 
poll phone calls again.sl their oppo- 
nent on the eve of the election. 

The sanest response, especially on 
the local level, is to adopt public 
financing of our election capipaigns. 
One major benefit of a publicly-fi- 
nanced campaign is that we could 
also stop the milking of the candi- 
dates by our broadcast media. Any 
radio or TV station unwilling to pro- 
vide free debate and message time 
for the candidates would simply lose 
its license to broadcast in the region. 
There is little doubt the stations would 
quickly find the time to support our 
democracy. 

But what can we do about the so- 
called 'independent expenditures?" 



Wouldn't those groups still be able to 
swamp our airways, leaving the can- 
didates helpless to respond. Well, not 
if we strictly enforce the law that 
requires them to be truly indepen- 
dent. That is, before anyone could 
expend money for a political ad or 
push poll supporiiiig or attacking a 
particular candidate, they would have 
to disclose who they are and how 
they are funded. 

The burden would be on them to 
prove they have no connection with 
any candidate, and if they could not 
do so, stiff fines should be awarded in 
favor of the city whose electron they 
attempted to corrupt. Any candidate 
guilty of coordinating phony inde- 
pendent expenditures would, of 
course, be disqualified; and, if al- 
ready elected when the evidence sur- 
faces, removed from office. 

Special interests groups could run 
issueads all they want without facing 
such stiff disclosure requirements. 
But those issues ads must not men- 
tion any candidate by name without 
the group being required to face the 
same scrutiny and abide by the same 
rules that govern thecandidates them- 
selves. 

We have every right to get tough 
with those who are willing to corrupt 
our constitutional republic. Those 
who seek to bribe our public officials 
deserve our ire and public scorn in 
every way, shape and form. And it's 
time we stopped them from hiding 
behind our First Amendment. 

Our individual right to freedom of 
speech gives no citizen, individually 
or collectively, the right to buy our 
elections and corrupt our system of 
representative government. 

Hold massive demonstrations if 
you want to makeapoint, or .spend all 
the money you want to argue on your 
issue. But no American should have 
the right to buy undue infiuence over 
our public officials, either with cam- 
paign contributions or by any other 
means.

Remember those 
who served on 
the homefront, too 

As usual in his Random Ramblers 
column in the Chesapeake Clipper, 
Tony Stein (a retired staff writer for 
the Virginian- Pi lot) wrote a very in- 
teresting col- 
umn about 
his memo- 
ries of Worid 
War II on the 
homefront. ■ 
Though 
not old 
enough to 
serve in the 
military, he 
told how as a 
Boy Scout he 
collected old 
pots and pans 
for conver- 
sion into war 
material and 
-^-^^^— ^ learned first 
aid in casu- 
alty drills. 
Later, he became an air raid warden's 
messenger and a courier in practice 
blackouts. I noticed that he never 
complained about the hardships suf- 
fered by those on the homefront. 

True, they were not in harm's way 
as far as combat is concerned, but 
there was a shortage of almost every- 
thing — meat, butter, sugar, gas, silk 
stockings, shoes, even medicine, but 
few complained. 

Some scum made fortunes in the 
black market, but they were in the 
minority. I always felt ashamed when 
I would come home on leave. My 
mother would have saved her sugar 
stamps and the neighborhood butcher 
would always come up with some 
bacon and a steak or two. Mama was 
so proud to have tho.se things for me 
and I appreciated it very much, but 
the American service men and women 
ate very well while stationed in the 
states. 

I saw butter, bacon, steaks and all 
of the rationed items at home thrown 
into the garbage cans at the mess 
halls. I will admit that overseas in the 
Pacific Islands sometimes food was 
scarce, but I always found a Seabee 
Unit mess hall and they fed real good. 
Women worked in the war plants 
right along with the men, and history 
has proven that they did one hell of a 
good job. Other kids like Tony col- 
lected tin cans and pots, which was 
converted into bullets. Mothers prob- 
ably suffered more because they never 
knew when that telegram would ar- 
rive advising them that their son or 
daughter had been killed in action. 
Wives suffered, too, but the loss of a 
son or daughter is the most devastat- 
ing thing that can happen to a parent. 
There is nothing to compare to it. 

Many relatives on the homefront 
died broken-hearted over the loss of 
their loved ones. As far as a memorial 
to Worid War II veterans goes, I think 
it's a great idea. However, I have 
never given it too much thought until 
now because I have always felt that 
the Marines raising the flag on Iwo 
Jima was sufficient for me since I 
served in the Marine Corps. But other 
branches should be honored also. 

In addition to a memorial for those 
who served in the military, some- 
thing should be done to honor those 
who served on the homefront.

Census information assists in de- 
termining a community's needs and 
in planning for services such as trans- 
portation, job training, healthcare, 
child care and facilities for seniors.

Business and community leaders, 
who are part of my Complete Count 
Committee for Census 2000, have 
been working diligently since Sept. 
1, in cooperation with the U.S. Cen- 
sus Bureau and other Hampton Road 
municipalities, toassure that Virginia 
Beach has a strong participation in 
Census 2000. On Feb. 28, Daniel 
Lepow, representative for the United 
Jewish Federation of Tidewater and 
his sub-committee for the Under- 
counted, (the homeless, minorities, 
people with disabilities, children and 
members of low-income families), 
held a phone-a-thon at the Virginia 
Beach Health Clinic at the ocean- 
front. Approximately 100 churches, 
civic leagues and community groups 
were called and offered printed mate- 
rials that would assist them in getting 
the word out to their congregations, 
members and residents. 

The Complete Count Committee 
will hold a special Census 2000 kick- 
off event at Lynnhaven Mall on Sat- 
urday, March 25 from 10 a.m. to 2 
p.m. The main activities will take 
place in the corridor outside the 
Hecht's anchor store. The day will 
feature entertainment, puppet shows, 
art contest, essay contest and lots 
more fun. 

In Virginia Beach, residents will 
receive their Federal Census forms in 
the mail between March 6-22. Cen- 
sus workers will canvass neighbor- 
hoods in an effort to ensure that every 
resident of Virginia Beach is counted. 
Information obtained from the cen- 
sus will determine how much of that 
money will be spent here in Hampton 
Roads and, more specifically, right 
her in Virginia Beach. 

The information you provide will 
affect the decision regarding educa- 
tion, health care, libraries, senior fa- 
cilities, job training, roads, transpor- 
tation and economic development. 
Some people are afraid that the 



information they give on thcirccnsus 
form will not remain confidential. I 
want to assure you that by law, cen- 
sus workers can face a 11 vc-ycar prison 
term and/or a $5,()(K) fine if the infor- 
mation they obtain during the Census 
is given out in any manner. 

Two versions of the questionnaire 
will be mailed out. Five out of every 
six households will receive the short 
form, which contains' questions cov- 
ering only seven subjects, name. sex. 
age, relationship of household mem- 
bers, Hispanic origin, cihnicily and 
home ownership status. The short 
form is designed to be filled out in 
less than 10 minutes. One out of 
every six households will receive the 
long form, which covers the same 
subjects as the short form, plus 27 
more. 

These additional subjects include 
education, ancestry, employment and 
housing conditions. The long form 
should take less than 40 minutes to 
fill out. By the way, this is the first 
year that you can complete your cen- 
sus form on the Internet. 

Remember, answering the census 
questionnaire will help Virginia 
Beach receive its fair share offederal 
and state funds for the next 1 years. 
Funds that will make Virginia Beach 
a better place to live during the next 
decade. ■ . 

All persons living in the United 
States on April I, 2(KK) should be 
counted in the Census. This includes 
all children and immigrants, whether 
legal or undocumented. A complete 
and accurate count is necessary to 
ensure fair representation and equi- 
table distribution of revenues and 
services. 

Since Census data is the basis for 
virtually all demographic informa- 
tion used by policy makers, educa- 
tors and community leaders, 
undercounted communities will suf- 
fer inadequate representation at any 
level of government, insufficient fed- 
eral funding for a variety of services 
and looserenforcement of civil rights 
laws that prohibit discrimination. In 
general, an undercount will dramati- 
cally hinder government and other 
entities from effectively planning for 
an ensuring culturally and linguisti- 
cally appropriate services. 

If you need assistance with your 
census form a census assistance site 
is as close as your public library or 
community recreation center (call for 
a listing of information and assis- 
tance sites throughout Virginia 
Beach).

'Bob Jones: 'Worlqng for fiedthy SaSks

Each year in the United States an 
estimatdd 150,000 babies are born with birth 
defects. 

This is one of the richest and most 
technologically-advanced countries in the 
world, yet babies born in 23 other countries 
have a better chance of liviflg to their first 
birthday than babies born in the U.S. 

Each year in America, nearly 200,000 
babies are born to mothers who receive late 
or no health care during pregnancy. 
Bob Jones believes all this can change. 
As co-chair of the Virginia Beach/Norfolk 
WalkAmerica 2000, the local March of 
Dimes' largest fundraising effort, he's urging 
others to walk for healthy babies. 

On April 29, count on the retired Norfolk 
Southern executive to hit the pavement 
along with hundreds of others to raise 
$157,000 for the cause. It's an ambitious 
goal — $20,000 above last year — and a 
major share of the $648,500 which March of 
Dimes hopes to raise across Hampton 
Roads. 

"I think it's a good cause because there's 
nothing more important than taking care of 
our children and making sure they have a 
good life," Jones stressed. 

And a healthy birth is the start. As the 
father of four, he can appreciate that. 
Looking for a good organization to give his 
time, Jones got involved with March of 
Dimes a little over a year ago. After hearing 
about the work done by the charity, he was 
convinced. 

"I was impressed with some of the March 
of Dimes' successes, especially research for 
reducing infant mortality and birth defects. 

"Having been born in the '30s, I can 
understand the impact it has had. At that 
time it was the National Foundation for 
Infantile Paralysis. I can remember my 
mother not letting me go swimming or to 
the ballgames and being restricted at home 
because of that fear of polio. I know the 
contribution March of Dimes has made." 
The organization funded research and field 
trialed the Salk vaccine against polio. 

Jones, whose civic-mindedness goes back 
to his Navy days, believes "we all need to 
give back something to the community. It 
gets into your psyche to help people out." 

Teams are forming now for April's walk, 
and he's hoping many will take the 
challenge. 

Registration kicks off Saturday, April 29 
at 31st Street park at 8 a.m., followed by the 
walk at 9 a.m. The five-mile trek will end 
with a picnic and band festival including 
Pink Fat, Clearwater, Patti Costas Band, 
H.M. Johnson Band, Blue Lords and 
Bandammit. 

Costumed characters including the Old 
Country Bees and Miss Florida Orange will 
make it a fun, family-oriented day. There 
will also be face painting, karaoke and 
other activities. 

Honorary walk chairs are Les Smith and 
Alveta Ewell from WAVY-TV. Radio 
personalities Jimmy Ray and Jay from 
Eagle 97 will conclude their March of 
Dimes walk from Williamsburg vyitij the- 
Virginia Beach participants. 

This year's Virginia Beach/Norfolk 
Ambassador Child is Helen Rose Adams 
who, without research funded by the 
organization, might not be around today. 

The child's story started as a nightmare 
for parents Steven and Eva Adams. A black 
hole, which turned out to be spina bifida, 
turned up on Helen's ultrasound, consuming 
the couple's hopes of having a second 
healthy child. Steven, a Navy aircraft 
mechanic, learned of an experimental fetal 
surgery at Vanderbilt University. 

Only one other hospital in the country was 
using the procedure, in which doctors lift 
the uterus from the mother's body, cleave it 
open and close the tissue over the fetus' 
exposes spinal cord. 

Helen was born Oct. 7, 1998 about five 
weeks after the surgery, but five weeks 
before her due date. But the little girl could 
feel it when her father tickled her feet. And 
she could curl her toes — things that 
wouldn't have been possible had she not 
had the surgery. 

The child is now a healthy 17-month-old 
toddler who has taken a few steps and can 




sit without assistance. The March of Dimes 
helped fund the surgery which saved her 
life. • 

"I feel strongly about the March of Dimes 
and its work," said Jones. "As parents, our 
children are the most important part of our 
life. Especially for some of us, they're 
probably the most important contribution 
we'll make. We can achieve certain 
successes in life, but our children are the 
most important. Hopefully, one day every 
birth will be a healthy birth."

residents can go online to request a 
street light repair, and in Fairfax 
County, they can make tax pay- 
ment over the Internet. Santa Mon- 
ica, Calif, residents can even pay 
their utility payments at their 
home computer. 

Many of those attending the 
speech agreed that e-government 
would be beneficial for them. 

"It's definitely a good thing for 
the community," said Rebecca 
Henry, marketing directorof MSA, 
P.C. She explained that this move 
would probably be the beginning 
of more to come. 

Henry envisions a day when her 
compJiny — which is an engineer- 
ing firm that the government hires 
on a contractual basis — will 
someday be able to go do their 
business with the city online. 

For Councilwoman Reba S. Mc- 
Clanan, the step toward e- 
government is long over due. 

"Government is like a business," 
she said. "You either move ahead 
or you get left in the sand." 

She explained that she is unsure 
of how the other council members 
Jeel about the changeover to high- 
3ech, but she recalls that when the 
Jdea was introduced last summer, 
Tnany of the members were unen- 
^husiastic. 

"It went over like a thud," she 
noted. 

However, she said that city resi- 
dents have been asking hfcr why 
they cannot pay their parking tick- 
ets online. 

"People expect it," she said, 
adding that there is no excuse not 
to give it to them. 

"In the long run it will save the 
city a lot of money," she stated. 

While Oberndorf agrees that the 
move to e-government will save 
the taxpayers money, she also 
hopes that an interactive govern- 
ment will serve to make communi- 
cation more efficient as well. 

Another issue in her speech she 
mentioned that would have benefit- 
ed from www.VBgov.com was 
when the city began laying out 
plans for the 3 1 st Street Hotel and 
Park Project. She saidthe Internet 
site would have prevented confu- 
sion and discontent over the pro- 
posed developments at the ocean- 
front site. 

The mayor emphasized in her 
speech her support for the plan that 
will construct a 65,000-square-foot 
public park and public parking 
along with a four-star hotel. She 
explained that the park will be 
about the same size as the 17th 
Street and 24th Street parks com- 
bined. 

That project is one of two 
public-private partnerships the city 
is currently pursuing with the may- 
or's blessings. Oberndorf says that 



these ventures are the only way to 
insure that property taxes will not 
increase, while at the same time 
add to the city's lax ba.se. 

The other partnership she ad- 
dressed is the development of the 
Town Center, a retail and business 
complex in the Pembroke area. She 
said that companies arc already 
competing for an address ihiere. 

Another area where Oberndorf 
says that she would like to form a 
partnership is over the Stumpy 
Lake issue. She called on Norfolk 
and Chesapeake to join her and 
conservation groups in an effort to 
purchase the area in order to pre- 
vent it from the proposed develop- 
ment that is currently planned for 
the Norfolk site that lies along the 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach 
borders. 

The mayor's partnering theme 
continued into education. She ex- 
plained that she would meet the 
following week with other South 
Hampton Roads mayors to create a 
Workforce Development Council. 
The council she said would unite 
businesses, non-profit organiza- 
tions, community colleges and 
local governments to address 
achieving what she called a world 
class workforce for the 21st centu- 
ry. 

For Susan Long-Molnar of 
USAA Property and Casualty In- 
surance the education issue is the 
main focus. 

"I think that's what makes us so 
strong," she explained.' She said 
that the city needs to be prepared 
(or the future and that Oberndorf is 
moving in the right direction.

Councilwoman Reba S. Mc- 
Clanan was one of the first mem- 
bers on the council to join in the 
residents' campaign.

New Blackwater 
development 'off' again

Robert Steinhibcrand Herbert A. 
Culpepper want to build a subdivi- 
sion of 24 $300,000 homes on 
large lots on their 301 acre site at 
the southwest inlei'section of 
Blackwater Road and Blackwater 
Loop. 

But this isn't like other neigh- 
borhoods in the city. This is where 
the city is trying to preserve the 
rural character of the area and the 
developers would be allowed to 
sijbdivide their property, by right, 
into only 14 lots. 

Still, City Council could permit 
them to have more lots than they 
have by right if they submit a plan 
that preserves more farmland or is 
designed so that the rural nature of 
the area is maintained. 

The developers have made at- 
tempts to do this. Their application 
for a conditional use permit for an 
alternative residential development 
was deferred indefinitely on Dec. 1 
to give them time to work it out 
and deferred again on Feb. 1 until 
Tuesday. 

But their efforts apparently still 
fell short of what the planning d;- 
partment or the City Council want 
and the item was deferred indefinite- 
ly again Tuesday. Also deferred was 
a request for a variance to build a 
24 foot rather than a 30 foot road 
in the subdivision. 

The deferral on both applications 
was approved by a 9-1 vote with 
councilwoman Reba McClanan dis- 
senting. 

But that was after three other mo- 
tions and some disagreement 
among council members. 

Eddie Bourdon, attorney for the 
applicants aske^ at least that the 
road variance be approved even if 
the use permit application were db- 
ferred. At least, he said, the devel- 
opers could go ahead with their 14- 
lot subdivision if they failed to 
submit an application that adheied 
to the city's comprehensive plan. 

Bourdon intimated that the devel- 
opers were not interested in work- 
ing with the city on improving die 
plan if the variance wasn't ap- 
proved. 

Councilman W.W. Harrison ID 
said he agreed with councilwoman 
Reba McClanan that the developers 
were close to meeting the city's 
guidelines. He said that he did not 
understand section 405 of the com- 
prehensive plan which contains the 
development guidelines for the 
area. He said there had to be some 
flexibility and that the language of 
the guidelines ties the hands of the 
council. He said section 405 is a 
travesty. 

Councilwoman Barbara Henley 
made a motion to defer both the 
use permit and variance applica- 
tions. A substitute motion by Har- 
rison to at least grant the variance 
failed by a vote of 3-7 with Mar- 
garet Eure, Harrison and McClanan 
voting in favor. Councilman Lin- 
wood Branch was absent. 

Harrison then made another sub- 
stitute motion to approve both ap- 
plications where a vote was delayed 
because Henley had called for the 
question. That is, a vote on her 
motion. The vote on calling for a 
question failed because seven votes 
were needed and only six voted in 
favor with Eure, Harrison, Mc- 
Clanan and Don Weeks dissenting. 

Harrison said that Henley was 
trying to control developers' rights. 

Henley said that for council to 
give a variance for a road it would 
have to see a plan. The vote-on ap- 
proving the entire plan was turned 
down by a vote of 4-6 with Eure, 
Harrison, McClanan and Weeks 



voting in favor. Then the entire ap- 
plication was deferred with only 
McClanan dissenting. 

Bourdon indicated that his clients 
were not interested in further delib- 
erations on the plan and might go 
ahead with their 14 lots. 

Bourdon had saidthat 101 proper- 
ty owners in the area signed a peti- 
tion supporting the plan. 
' He said that the development 
would be unique and exclusive and 
that the current guidelines don't 
work. He said that in one case five 
acre parcels have been combined 
into one 1 23 acre parcel and the rt- 
maining 23 lots woijld be two to 
three acres in size. He said there 
would be heavy deed restrictions, 
all houses would be required to 
have a crawl space and be built of 
brick, stone, stucco or cedar 
shakes. A preservation easement 
would cover 8.2 acres. He said 94 
acres would be used for the 23 lots. 

Planning Director Robert Scott 
said that the purpose of the com- 
prehensive plan guidelines is to 
allow residential development like 
this except that the plan does not 
meet one requirement. He said there 
still was an opportunity to make 
adjustments. 

Assistant Planning Director 
Karen Lasley who worked to with 
the developers, said that there arc 
definitely things that can be done 
to improve the plan. 

She said that the guideline not 
met is a significant one. She said 
that a major feature is Blackwater 
Creek which was put in the back- 
yards. She said the lot size should 
be reduced and the homes clustered 
so that more of the agricultural 
view would be visible. 

Henley Bourdon whether his 
client would be willing to do some 
of the things suggested. 

Bourdon replied that they have 
tone through countless meetings. 
"It would take a Solomon to come 
up with something that would 
meet all the guidelines." 

Henley said she appreciated the 
improvements but that she thought 
it could still be better. She saidthe 
homes should be clustered. She 
said that with incentive zoning the 
applicant gets more density of the 
preserves agricultural. She said that 
the property could have 1 4 lots but 
could be permitted a density of 30 
if standards are met. She said the 
developer has to be in compliance 
with all guidelines. She said it was 
ideal property to do something 
spectacular and to preserve open 
space. 

As for section 405, Henley said 
it was adopted in June 1994 wd 
one of the things said over and over 
again was to not keep changing it. 

She said what the guidelines try 
to achieve is not something new 
but basic planning that has been 
around for a long time and done 
elsewhere. She said it was not 
rocket science. She said it just 
takes the desire to do it in that 
fashion. 

Councilman Louis R. Jones said 
what concerned him was all those 
piers going out into the water. Ifc 
said that if he had lived there most 
of his life, he would be concerned 
about people building piers. He 
said people will be complaining 
about shotguns in the area. He said 
that Henley had given the applicant 
the opportunity to defer. 

Councilman John A. Baum 
agreed that section 405 was less 
than perfect and should be re- 
viewed. 

Councilwoman Nancy Parker 
said that this was a good attempt 
but not the best. 



Spore report explores 
cost-saving initiatives

The city saved $8.5 million in 
1999 by executing initiatives that 
enhanced the quality and^iroductivi- 
ly of the city operations. City 
Manager James K. Spore reported 
in his Striving for Excellence re- 
port for 1999. 

In a report at the City Council 
workshop Tuesday, he also said 
that over the past 10 years the 
"Striving for Excellence" program 
has saved the city a total of $65.3 
million. 

At the same time $4.1 million in 
costs were avoided in 1999 , — 
$18.4 million in the past 10 years, 
and473 positions have been elimi- 
nated, most during the early years 
of the program. 

That's not counting the savings 
realized from the work of volun- 
teers overthe years — $121.1 mil- 
lion from 1990 to 1998 — the fig- 
ures for 1999 will not be available 
until July I since these figures are 
reported on a fiscal rather than a 



calendar year. 

Some savings were small, as in 
the case of records destruction. 
Non-current r«;ords marked for de- 
struction were delivered to Ti<fcwa- 
ter Fibre for recycling, saving $470 
and freeing 775 cubic ieti of space. 

Other savings were larger such as 
the in-house bridge inspection pro- 
gram which saved the city $21,000 
in consultant fees each year. 

All the initiatives were adqjied 
with a goal of improving service 
for the citizens as well as saving 
money for the city, according to 
the report which gives a detailed de- 
scription of of the Virginia Beach 
quality service system. The report 
lists, in addition to total savings 
and costs avoided ($4, 103,204) for 
the year, new revenue ^lerated 
($1,631,810), new granu realized 
($'1,266,591), and new funds raised 
and donations ($156,903).

Council supports 3rd crossing

Virginia Beach City Council has 
endorsed the alignment, of three 
proposals) for the $2.7 billion third 
Hampton Roads crossing which 
also has the endorsement of the 
Commonwealth Transportation 
Boaitl. 

This alternative provides a new 
crossing parallel to the e;cisting I- 
664 Monitor Merrimac Memorial 
Bridge Tunnel with a connection 
from the new bridge tunnel to Nor- 
folk and Portsmouth. 

On the Peninsula this alternative 
would begin at the 1-64 interchange 
in Hampton and would widen 1-664 
to the I-64/I-264 interchange in 
Chesapeake. Included would be a 
new interchange near the south ap- 
proach structure of the Monitor 
Merrimac connecting to a new 
roadway and bridge tunnel extend- 
ing from 1-664 to 1-564 in Norfolk 
which would provide access to both 
the Monitor Merrimac Iwidge tun- 
nel and the new parallel bridge tun- 
nel. 

There would also be a connection 
along the east sideof Craney Island 
to VA-164 (Western Freeway) in 



Portsmouth. 

Council Tuesday authorized City 
Manager James K. Spore to inform 
the Virginia Department of Trans- 
portation (VDOT) of its endorse- 
ment. 

Last Tuesday Chesapeake City 
Council passed a resolution with a 
similar endorsement, and the city 
of Suffolk is already on record as 
endorsing the alignment. 

In a presentation before City 
Council at a work session Tuesday 
transportation engineer Dale • 
Castellow said that since the con- 
struction would be in phases, it 
was in the beach's interest to have 
the first phase consist of the leg 
between 1-564 and 1-664 before em- 
barking on the construction of the 
third span and tuHes. 

He said this would allow a re- 
view of Route 460 and its relation 
to servii^ as an alternative corridw 
connecting Hampton Roads to I- 
95. 

According to his letter to VDOT, 
Spore says when combined with 
the 1-564 to 1-664 segment, Route 
460 becomes a highly attractive 
route for traffic with origins or des- 
tinations at the port of the Norfolk 



Naval Base. The route would avoid 
the 1-64 congestion problems and 
provide Hampton Roads with an at- 
tractive hunricane evacuation route. 

The General Assembly approved 
funding of a $130 million for the 
first phase, an estimated one bil- 
lion cost. 

The 2(X)0 General Assembly has 
allocated $25 million for Route 
460 improvements. The city found 
that the alternative more adequately 
meets the goals and objectives than 
the other alternatives considered. 
Spore notes that the alternative re- 
duces the congestion at the Hamp- 
ton Roads Bridge Tunnel by more 
than the 10 percent threshold and 
has minimal impact on the com- 
munity in terms of residential, 
commercial and community dis- 
placements. 

It has fewer than 40 displace- 
ments compared to more than 125 
in each of the remaining alterna- 
tives and impacts only 24 acres of 
wetlands, slightly higher than tlw 
other alternatives, but relatively 
small when the scope and location 
of the jM-qject is considered.

Beach budget 
shows small 
growth, full 
school funding

The proposed S> 1,1 15,679 2000-2(K)l 
operating budget and llic capital budget of 
$1,431,872,855 presented by the city 
staff this week seemed to have something 
for everybody, — if not everything for 
everybody — and at the same time not 
raise real estate taxes. 

If budgets could convey a mood of ju- 
bilance, these did. 

In his budget message. City Manager 
James K. Spore said this year's resource 
management plan, the city's name for 
funding plans, is an action-oriented plan. 

The city, he said is constructing new 
facilities and rebuilding and modernizing 
old ones, strengthening programs the cit- 
izens want — and without a lax rale in- 
crease. 

The operating budget is 3.88 percent 
more than the current budget, the lowest 
increase in the last eight years. Most of 
this growth is going into salary growth, 
new programs with corresponding state 
and federal revenues and education. 

In the five-year capital budget, he has 
recommended putting in $637,597,001 
into city general improvements, repre- 
senting a 17.60 increase from the current 
five-year budget. Schools would have 
$387,693 or 4.84 percent more and utili- 
ties, $406,738,161 or 5.66 percent more. 

Schools, which take the lion's share of 
the operating budget, would have 49.7 
percent and 27. 1 percent of the capital 
budget. 

In the operating budget, funding for ed- 
ucation represents the School Board's 
adopted budget request except for the 
board's request for lump sum funding. 
The city will continue funding by catego- 
ry- 

And because student enrollment has 
been fiat for the last several years, for the 
first time in recent years, the School 
Board reduced the number of instructional 
positions requested from 7,269.95 to 
7,099.05. Administration positions also

Guilds gather for glimpse into 
talents, trades of yesteryear

Visitors were offered an unusual oppor- 
tunity to explore the technology of the 
past and learn more about the people who 
earned their livings through trades and 
skills that have long since been eclipsed 
by industrialization. 

During the ninth annual Gathering of 
Guilds at the Francis Land House on Sat- 
urday, members of local guilds demon- 
strated their crafts, shared their individual 
expertise, and responded lo inquiries from 
site visitors about their specialities and 
organizations. 

Vicki Harvey, museum educational 
specialist at the Land House, initialed the 
first Gathering of Guilds when she first 
came to the Francis Land House nine 
years ago. Since that lime, the popular 
event has grown steadily every year. 



"It's a wonderful day for those in the 
arts andcrafis skills to all come together 
and share what they do," said Harvey. 
"They're here specifically lo share infor- 
mation and demonstrate what they do." 

While the e\enl was never intended lo 
be a crafts sale, the guilds have iradilion- 
ally been permitted to sell small items if 
the proceeds go directly lo the support of 
the guilds. 

"The guilds tell me that each time they 
do this they get new members and new 
people are interested in what they arc pre- 
serving. It's just a great day, and it gets 
more popular every year," observed Har- 
vey. 

Organized in medieval and in early 
tnodern limes, guilds were associations 
of self-employed members of a special- 
ized occupation in town or district. After 
a guild had been established, only its 



members were permitted to practice Ihal 
profes.sjon within its boundaries of infiu- 
ence. 

Under contracts, guildsinen taught ap- 
prentices the 'mysteries ' of their crafts. 
When apprentices completed their train- 
ing, they became journey men, and even- 
tually — if the quality of their work 
proved them worthy — hccanie masierN 
of their trades. The term "masterpiece' 
was the designation given to the particu- 
lar article that the craftsman presented to 
a panel of masters from his guild in wder 
lo prove his skill and be declared a master 
of his craft. 

"Craft guilds started in England to stan- 
dardize and promote the quality of 
goods," Harvey explained. "In this coun- 
try, a guild is just a group of interested

CHILD ABUSE PREVENTION MONTH 

The smallest victims 

A mother has episodes during which she is 
verbally and physically abusive to her 
children. She wants to ■ change. Her own 
childhood was spent in an alcoholic, abusive 
environment. She desperately wants help, 
including alternatives to the kind of life she is 
now leading. 

m Two adolescent children have been emo- 
tionally and sexually abused by their 
stepfather. He is in Jail and the children are in 
counseling, but the mother feels she is near 
the breaking point. 

K A caller asks about a friend who is a 
working mother and is stressed out because 
her 5-month-old won't sleep through the night. 
The friend fears that the mother will abuse the 
child because of stress. 

These calls to a child abuse and neglect 
hotline indicate that in many cases, child 
abuse can be prisvented. Abusive parents are 
often ordinary people caught in life situations 
beyond their control. They may be struggling 
with stress caused by illness, financial 
problems, alcohol or drug abuse, or 
immaturity. They may have little information 
— or misinformation — about how children 
grow. 

It is the mission of Child Abuse Prevention 
Month to make the public aware of 
prevention efforts. Families under stress can 
be helped with information about child 
development and parenting, support from 
friends and relatives, and with the aid of the 
community at large. 

Child abuse and neglect continue to be 
major problems in Virginia. From 1998, the 
last year statistics were available. 9.816 
children were victims of abuse and neglect. 
Thirty-six children died of the abuse they 
received, the large majority at the hands of 
family members. Twenty of the cases were in 
Hampton Roads. Twenty-six of the children 
were under age 2. 

Who were the perpetrators? 

In a large majority of these cases, the 
children suffered at the hands of family 
members — people they loved and should 
have been able to trust. 

The highest percentage — 37.1 — were 
mothers. Fathers were next at 24.8 percent. 
In 17.7 percent of the cases, the perpetrators 
were both parents. 

During April, Child Abuse Prevention Month, 
people are asked to wear blue ribbons as a 
symbol of the need to be their best as a 
parent, child or community member. 

The blue ribbon campaign has local roots. In 
1989, a Chesapeake grandmother created it 
as a memorial to her 3-year-old grandson who 
died after being abused by his mother's 
boyfriend. 

The grieving woman, Bonnie Finney, had 
this to say: 

"One day I was Just thinking about all the 
bruises I had seen on the grandchildren, 
especially on my grandson's head. I Just 
decided I was going to tie a blue ribbon on my 
van. Why blue? I intend never to forget the 
battered, bruised bodies of my grandchildren. 
Blue serves as a constant reminder to me to 
fight for protection of our children. " 

Since then, the blue ribbon campaign has 
spread across the country as a way to 
promote awareness of the problem. 

A slant has been created for the campaign 
that will promote positive action by 
individuals and communities. It takes 
advantage of the definition of the term blue 
ribbon as "best" or "first place." 

Area residents can also support child abuse 
prevention by dining out April 1 3 during the 
18th annual Celebrity Night to benefit the 
Hampton Roads Committee to Prevent Child 
Abuse. Local sports, political, entertainment 
and media personalities will be serving up 
good food and great times at several 
restaurants in Norfolk. Portsmouth, 
Chesapeake and Virginia Beach. 

In turn, tips and T-shirt sale proceeds will 
help this worthy cause. Money raised will be 
used to protect children by providing 
programming, advocacy resources and public 
education. 

Tying on a blue ribbon and dining out are 
two of the easiest ways residents can make a 
difference in the fight against child abuse and 
neglect. Be sure to do both. It shouldn't hurt 
to be a child.— V.E.H.

I could picture him in one of those 
little hospital gowns with a mask 
over his f^e. It made me want to cry. 

"But it's for the best. Vicky," my 
husband Evan assured. "Mitchell will 
feel so much better after this."

But 
my baby in the hospital? It was a 
scary thought. 

We followed the doctor's instruc- 
tions to the letter. No food or drinks 



after midnight. Favorite stuffed ani- 
mal, blanket and cup packed. Two- 
piece outfit for him to wear. 

We had to be at the hospital at 6 
a.m., which meant I'd get up at 4:30 
a.m. to get the crew ready. But I never 
really went to sleep that night. When 
4:30 rolled around I was staring at the 
clock. 

We arrived at check-in bright and 
early, with only two families ahead 
of us. Mitchell, not knowing surgery 
was eminent, was in heaven with all 
the new and fascinating toys in the 
waiting room. 

Eventually, our name was called, 
proper insurance papers filled out 
and hospital wristband attached.

Helping hand 
counts when 
chips are down 

I'm sure that many of my readers 
are aware that I retired from the Nor- 
folk Naval Shipyard Supply Depart- 
ment with 32 years service, except 
for the three 
years I spent 
in the U.S. 
Marinesdur- 
ing World 
War II. I'm 
not boasting 
about that 
service in the 
shipyard, be- 
cau.se the last 
three years 
were a living 
hell. 

I was one 
of the unfor- 
tunate ones 
who worked 
— — ^-^^""^ there who 
contacted 
asbestosis. a 
permanent lung disease caused by 
exposure to asbestos dust. At the time 
I did not know anything about 
asbestosis until I had an X-ray of my 
lungs at the shipyard dispensary. The 
medical doctor at the dispensary tried 
to make me feel that it wasn't any- 
thing serious — except that I couldn' t 
work in the industrial area of the 
shipyard because of gas fumes, dust 
etc. I told him that the whole ship- 
yard, both inside and outside the in- 
dustrial area, generated gas fumes, 
dust etc. and that only a chain link 
fence separated the two areas. 

I expressed my concern about this, 
but the medical officer said I had 
nothing to worry about. Not being 
one to take a dispensary medical 
officer's word, I went to the Medical 
College of Virginia to sec Dr. Ed- 
ward Ray, a specialist in pulmonary 
disease. He advised me that I had a lot 
to worry about because asbestosis 
could lead to one of the fastest-grow- 
ing cancers called mesothelioma. It 
causes the victim to die a horrible ' 
death. Dr. Ray suggested I leave the 
present environment that I was work- 
ing in. 

Armed with the report of one of the 
most renowned doctors in pulmo- 
nary medicine and expert in asbestosis 
cases. I returned with this report and 
gave it to the dispensary medical of- 
ficer and ad vised him that I wanted to 
apply forworker'scompensation. He 
still seemed to want to make me be- 
lieve that I had nothing to worry 
about — and even hinted that I might 
have an anxiety problem, which made 
me mad as hell. 

I told him that I would show him 
whether I had an anxiety problem or 
not. I contacted Dr. Donald Mingione, 
a Portsmouth psychiatrist, and told 
him my problem. On my first visit I 
noticed this nice lady who was the 
office manager. During my other vis- 
its she would encourage me and take 
the time to help get my papers filled 
out for the shipyard and the Office of 
Workers Compensation. 

I was at the lowest ebb of my life 
during this time, and that wonderful 
lady whose name is Ton i Potls helped 
get me through that trying time. Dr. 
Mingione told the shipyard that I had

Remember, 
clean waterways begin with you: 

■ Don't drip and drive. Proper 
auto maintenance can have a big im- 
pact. When it rains, leaking automo- 
tive fluids are washed down the stonn 
drains that flow straight into area 
streams, rivers and bays. With 
1,160,165 registered vehicles in 
Hampton Roads, that's a lot of poten- 
tial sources for pollution. So, whether 
you do it yourself or hire someone, 
keep your car well maintained and 
dispose of automotive fluids prop- 
erly. 

■ Keep your flotsam and jetsam 
to yourself. Stow trash carefully to 
prevent it from going overboard. Plas- 
tics such as fishing line and six-pack 
rings areespecially harmful to aquatic 
animals and coastal birds. 

■ Keep your leaves out of the 
gutter. Discarding leaves and other 
yard debris down storm drains can 
have a big impact. Leaves and yard 
debris clog the drains, causing the 
street to flood. Debris that is washed 
down the drain flows straight into 
area streams, rivers and bays, adding 
excessive nutrients and impairing 
water quality. 

■ We like the least toxic alterna-

tive. Household cleansers, improp- 
erly used or discarded, can have a big 
impact on our local waterways. You 
can protect them by reducing your 
dependence on these potentially haz- 
ardous substances and disposing of 
them properly. 

■ Be a pooper scooper. Regard- 
less of whether you walk Fido or Fido 
walks you, clean up after your pet. 
When it rains, pet waste and other 
debris is washed down the storm 
drains that flow straight into area 
streams, rivers and bays, harming 
fish and aquatic life. 

■ Less is more. Less really is more 
when it comes to garden chemicals. 
With 305,544 homeowners in the re- 
gion, if everyone reduced their use of 
fertilizers and pesticides just a little, 
it would make a big difference to area 
waterways. 

■ Boat paint pollution, a threat 
to marine life. The World Wildlife 
Fund is now urging maritime au- 
thorities worldwide to support a ban 
ontributylin.atoxicchemicalusedin 
ships' paints. There is evidence, the 
group says, that this chemical is hav- 
ing a devastating effect on marine 
life around the world. 

Among those animals affected are 
sea otters, dolphins, whales, sea lions 
and fish on both the Atlantic and 
Pacific coasts. The chemical is poi- 
soning and killing these animals by 
contaminati ng the waters they inhabit. 

Tributylin is used in paints applied 
to the hulls of ships to prevent ani- 
mals (like barnacles) from sticking to 
them. The WWF is calling for a ban 
on the use of the chemical in these 
types of paints by the year 2(X)1. 
Studies done in Germany with the 
support of the WWF have shown that 
paints that do not use this chemical 
are just as effective in keeping the 
hulls clear of marine life. 
Watershed facts 

■ There are over 40 rare or endan- 
gered species in the watershed. 

■ Urbanization has reduced the 
wetlands from 600 square miles to 
only 20 square miles. 

■ The North Landing River is home 
to the largest Blue Heron Rookery in 
Virginia. 

■ The Southern Watershed Area 
contains some of the last stands of 
Atlantic White Cedar, once prized 
fdr use as ship masts. 

■ In 1996, Nature Conservancy 
scientists discovered a virgin forest 
in the watershed, never before re- 
corded in botanical annals, contain- 
ing cypress and black gum trees that 
may be as old as 800 years.

Kevin Clary loved his alma mater so 
much that 16 years after graduation he still 
thinks of the campus as his second home. 

And he hopes more people do as well. 

Clary has been director of alumni 
relations at Virginia Wesleyan College 
(VWC) since 1995. Prior to that he worked 
admissions at Chowan College, and before 
that he went right from graduation into an 
admissions post at VWC. 

An active political science major at 
Wesleyan, Clary was mulling plans to 
attend law school when he got a call from 
the college's admissions office shortly after 
his 1984 graduation. The director felt Clary 
would be perfect as a recruiter. 

He took the job, and a year later law 
school was still on hold. That year stretched 
into another and then another as Clary 
enjoyed the job. Later, he got a call from 
friends at Chowan College, which was 
filling an admissions post, and he hoofed it 
to North Carolina. 

Clary returned to his roots in 1995, 
assuming the alumni relations directorship. 
He felt right at home. 

"The alumni director does a lot in the way 
of programming," he explained. "You 
started a relationship with these people 
when they were students. Just because 
you've left the college doesn't mean you're 
not affiliated with it anymore. It's your alma 
mater — the place you spent four years and 
had great times. Part of my job is keeping 
people connected." 

Founded 30 years ago, today 5,000 people 
have graduated from the campus. 
Enrollment is currently more than 1,400 and 
continues to grow. 

"We've done a lot in the last 10 years," 
said Clary, who touts the college's 
successes at homecomings, reunions and 
alumni chapter meetings. 

A new administration building opened this 
academic year, for example, and the old 
gym is being expanded. Clary likes to think 
that it's not old memories being 
demolished, but new memories being made. 

At reunions, like the upcoming one during 
OpSail 2000 in June, alumni are invited to 
relive the collegiate experience by eating in 
the cafeteria, taking part in college 
activities and, yes, even sleeping in the 
dorms. They won't just see the "same old 
things." 

"People are proud to be Americans — 
that's how I feel about Virginia Wesleyan," 
he smiled. "It's a sense of pride, especially 
being a sinall school. If you're a local 
person, look at how we've grown. I've only 
been out of school 15 years, but there are 
two new dorms, for example. Growth is 
staying apace." 

Clary is equally proud of VWC's alumni, 
who are making names for themselves in 
many aspects. Within a few days' time, he 
offered, one alumni coached an Elite 8 
team during March Madness. Another 
coached the Gra^y High School basketball 
team to the Group AAA boys state title. And 
a junior — not yet a senior — signed a 
contract with the New York Yankees. 

"Our alumni are not the people who mn 
the world," Clary said, "but they're the 
people who make the world run." 

A resident of Newport News, Clary 
doesn't mind the daily trek across the 
Hampton Roads 6ridge Tunnel. 

"Twenty-eight miles, two stoplights and a 
long stretch of road and I'm here," he 
grinned. 

Clary is a 1979 graduate of Homer L 
Ferguson High School and is working on a 
master's degree in higher education at the 
College of William and Mary. 

He attends Trinity United Methodist 
Church in Newport News, where he is 
administrative board chairman and serves 
the Board of Trustees and Chancel Choir.

even suspicious about taxes — not 
because any one tax is so high but 
because our tax system is so unfair. 
Unlike most states, Virginia taxes 
fall hardest on the low and middle 
incomes, often hidden as "fees," and 
levied on all necessities and practi- 
cally every breath we take. 

Butcaught in the impossible middle 
of our demand for better schools, 
road and services and the state sitting 
on the lion's share of our tax rev- 
enues, are the over-burdened city 
governments, especially our mayors 
and members of the City Council and 
School Boards. 

What can we do about this unsatis- 
factory kettle offish? Well, for start- 
ers, we can stop blaming our hard-

Only the Santa Claus message gets 
any one elected in our region — some 
magical force, other than we the 
people, is going todescend like manna 
from heaven and solve all our prob- 
lems. 

Responsible government is about 
making choices, settingpriorities and 
insuring equitable burden-sharing for 
the benefit of the public good. Iflhad 



one wish, it would be to until our city 
council and mayor's hands by devo- 
lution of far more authority and tax 
revenues from the state to the local 
level. 

And, even on the local level. I 
would hope that officials who fail to 
recognize that our tax taxation sys- 
tem is unfair, inefficient and down- 
right stupid would lose their seats. 
Any official willing to defend the 
status quo either has his or her head in 
the sand or seeks public office for 
some agenda other than the public 
interest. 

Let those who are clueless as to the 
reforms and policy changes needed 
to address our problems on a long- 
range basis go back to the private 
sector where they can no longer harm 
the future of our children and our 
region.

I'ruject Impact is about moving 
people to take action and get the 
supplies, he added. 

Those involved with the initia- 
tive know what their goal is. but 
now they must work to figure out 
hcnv they are going to bring about 
the desired results. 

It's not just about handing out 
pamphlets and then going home 
feeling good, said Jim Goltry. 
communication disaster educational 
coordinator for the Red Cross' 
Tidew ater chapter. 

Cioltry addalthat he and the other 
Project Impact partners will he 
brainstorming to generate new ap- 
proaches on educating the public 
on the need to prepare. 

"We arc going to touch base with 
everyone in Virginia Beach,", he 
said. 

While community leaders in- 
volved with the plan say that build- 



ing partnerships hetweeri business- 
es, city governincnl, civic organi- 
zations and private citizens is es- 
sential for accoinplishing Project 
Impact's objective. Gollry iidded 
that it is ultimately up to each in- 
dividual tt) make it work. 

"Unless people take action, it's 
not going to do any good," he stat- 
ed. 

However, Goflry is optimistic 
tbajMhe initiative will have a posi- 
tive cTTfe^on the community. In 
lact, he anticipates many more peo- 
ple throughout the communffy will 
join the bandwagon. 

"I think it's going to domino," 
he explained. "We are basically just 
getting started." 

■ Jason Cowan of Cowan Con- 
struction and Design Inc. is one 
who already joined the pack. He 
said he partnered with the group be- 
cause it was an issue he already 
was concerned about. 

"My message is that we have 
grown into a throw-away society 
and we need to become more sus- 
tainable," he said. 

Cowan slated that the building 
industry needs to become more like 
the auto industry, which is always 
looking for ways to make their 
products safer.

M'ny people he ha-, i.iiniJ >' not 
think about their safety until a nat- 
ural disaster like a hurricane 
strikes. 

Cowan should know because 
that's when many of his customers 
decide to buy the storm and securi- 
ty shutters he sells. 

"They call when [a hurricane) has 
been named or right when it's com- 
ing through," he said 

That is not the time to think 
about your family's safety, re- 
marked Chuck Lennon, who was 
executive director of the Builders 
Association of South Florida dur- 
ing Hurricane Andrew. 

Living through one of the worst 
hurricanes in recent history, 
Lennon was invited to speak at the 
Expo to offer tips on surviving a 
disaster. 

"The thing that people don't real- 
ize is how disastrous these things 
can be," Lennon said. 

He has no doubt that Project Im- 
pact will help the Virginia Beach. 

"If you only have 100 people 
pick up something, they could save 
300 homes," he explained. 

Only time will tell what kind of 
an impact Project Impact will have 
here. Gollry is already looking for- 
ward to finding out. 

"I'll be interested to see where 
we are March 24, 200 1 ," he said.

Meredith Macdonald was ainong 
the members of the Tidewater Bas- 
ketry Guild who shared their craft 
with event visitors. Among this 
guild's objectives are: preserving 
.standards of excellence in design 
and workmanship, promoting pub- 
lic awareness of basketry .as a crall 
and an art, giving guidance to 
weaversofajl levels, and establish- 
ing a network for sharing topics of 
interest. 

"We been coming to this event 
for six years," Macdonald said. "It 
was our first event as a group. We 
come to events like this to share 
what we do and to attract new 
members." 

Dozens of Macdonald's baskets, 
woven from a wide variety of mate- 
rials, were on display as examples 
of the basketweaver's craft. Her 
most prized creation was a white 
oak basket fashioned from oak that 
she split out with her own hands 
during a week-long basketry class 
she took in West Virginia. 

"It takes you about three days 
spli' out enough to weave one bas- 
ket, so you would work for that 
whole week for one basket," she 
said. "It was a wonderful experi- 
ence!" 

Ed Morrison, a decoy carver with 
the Back Bay Wildfowl Guild, was 
also on hand to promote his craft 
and the Atlantic Wildfowl Heritage 
Museiim. 

"Our museum is located in the <k 
Witt Cottage. The main reason 
we're there is really to preserve ;uxl 
perpetuate the historical wildfowl 
artifacts from this area, particularly 
the Chesapeake Bay and Back Bay 
regions. It's been a tradition for 
years and years," said Morrison. 
"We like to promote wildfowl arts. 
We have a lot of carvers in the 
guild. We h*ve a lot of artists. 
We're dedicated to preserving the 
history -of wildfowl in this area." 

The handcarved decoys that Mor- 
rison had displayed were done gen- 
erally in the style of the old work-- 
ing decoys. "Over lime, we've 
come to embellish the original art 
form. The original decoys were 
quite crude because it really dcKsn't 
take a lot to attract a duck. If 
you've got something that general- 
ly looks like his species, you can 
usually attract a duck, " Morrison 
observed. "Some of the decoys arc 
done in such fine detail that they 
look like they can lly. I've done a 
few birds like that, hut I'm trying 
now to stay more true to the origi- 
nal form." 

Many of those who attended 
Gathering of Guilds this year were 
repeat visitors.

"I comeeverv year — largely for 
the plants — and to take my fami- 
ly through the house and to look at 
the guilds," said Dunham.

Science Students test laws of physics

About 400 middle and high school stu- 
dents from Norfolk, Chesapeake, 
Portsmouth and Virginia Beach woke up 
early Saturday morning and swarmed into 
Ocean Lakes High School by 9 a.m. 

They soon joined with fellow students 
and formed teams to take part in the 1 2th 
annual Physics Olympics. 

"Physics is the study of natural physi- 
cal phenomena such as gravity, electrici- 
ty, or behavior of fiuid," explained Jim 
Cook, Ocean Lakes' physics teacher. 

At the high school level students study 
motion, sound, light and fluid in 
physics. It is one of sequences in the sci- 
ence series that includes Earth Science, 
Biology, Chemistry and Physics. 

"Usually, physics is taken by juniors 
or seniors because it requires more 
math," he said. 

The teams met in the cafeteria and were 
given initial instructions and six events 
to complete. They had 20 minutes for 
each event. The events included a penny 
barge, a catapult, slow drop, building a 
magnet and constant acceleration race. 

Alyson Walker, a sixth grader at 
Kemps Landing enrolled in Tidewater 
Community College's (TCC) gifted jro- 
gram, tried her hand at the catapult. The 
idea was to send a koosh ball over a bar- 
rier and into a target area. 

"This is about force,- aim and timing," 
she said. "And gravity." 

Her Koosh went up but fell short of the 
tar^tarea. 

In another event. Aimce Miller aid 
Charles Kirtland struggled with designing 
an electromagnet usmg two batteries, six 
fiMt of coppe- wire, nails and tape, Tl«y 
also had use of scissors and sandjMpcr. 



The object was to pick up as many paper 
clips as they could from a Styrofoam cup 
and drop them outside the cup. 

The team of eighth graders from Rose- 
mont Middle School did not successfully 
complete the event because the batteries 
were dead. 

But they took it all in stride as just 
part of the experiment and the learning 
process, and went on to the next event. 

"I like science," Kirtland said, as he 
prefwed to participate in the constant ac- 
celerated race. 

He may inherit that trait from his fa- 
ther. Jack, who works in electronics in 
the Navy. His father understood the 
events and said it gave the "students a 
good knowledge of science." 

He pointed out that by connecting the 
copper wire to the positive and negative 
ends of the D batteries and then wraj^ing 
the nail with wire will create an electro- 
magnetic field. 

"The more wraps on the nail, and the 
closer, the better the electromagnetic 
field," he said. 

A common use for that is in junkyards, 
Kirtland said. The cranes use an electro- 
magnet to pick up the pile of crush«i 
cars. It is also used on trains in Japan and 
China. 

Charies Kirtland said he has constrxictai 
the penny barge before when he was in 
sixth grade. He found if he made the tin 
foil barge square instead of like a tradi- 
tional boat, it would hold more pinnies. 
He maintained he once designed one to 
hold more than 50 pennies. The record on 
Satuitiay was about 29. 

He also did well on the slow drop, 
which was to create an object that vraukl 
fall as slowly as possible to the ground 
without hitting anything. The objects ;il-

lowed were a fixed number of coffee fil- 
ters, rubber bands, toothpicks, paper 
clips and sandwich baggies. Items could 
be bent, folded or mutilated, hut the mass 
of the object couldn't be changed. 

Kirtland used two coffee filters held to- 
gether by a paper clip on one side and a 
half of ttM>thpick on the other 

"Most people had too many things 
holding the filters together, and most re- 
quired mwe surface area," he said 

Kirtland said the project would be use- 
ful in developing better parachutes aid 
aeronautics. 

The teams scored points for each event 
with the maximum score of KM) per 
event. Prizes were awarded to first, stx- 



ond and third place winners in both the 
middle school and high school division. 

The winners in middle school were: 
Larkspurs, first; Norfolk Academy, sec- 
ond; and. Larkspur, third. 

The winners in the high school divi- 
sion were: Ocean Lakes, first; Ocean 
Lakes, second; and Great Bridge, third. 

The Physics Olympics is the brain- 
child of Dr. David Wright, who teaches 
astronomy and physics at TXX: He will 
use some of the same events next year, 
but will also come up with some new 
ones to challenge the students. 

'Most Olympic events are physical," 
he said "We wanted to make some- 
thing using knowWge."

■ If you own more than one vehicle — 
especially if one of those is a less fuel-efficient 
truck. SUV or van — use the more fuel- 
efficient vehicle as often as possible. 

■ Consolidate trips and errands to cut down 
on driving time and keep needless miles off 
the odometer. 

■ Find one location where you can take care 
of all banking, grocery shopping and other 
chores. 

■ Slow down. The faster a vehicle travels, 
the more gas it bums. 

■ Avoid quick starts and sudden stops, 
which wastes fuel. 

■ Routinely maintain your vehicle. Keeping 

tires inflate, moving components properly 
lubricated and ignition and emissions systems 
operating properly will help your vehicle 
achieve maximum fuel economy and extend 
its life. 

■ Lighten the load. Don't add extra weight 
in the passenger compartment, trunk or 
cargo area. 

■ Check your vehicle owner's manual. If 
your vehicle does not require premium or 
midgrade fuel, purchase less expensive 
regular unleaded gas.

Smith and Wesson deserve the 
heartfelt gratitude of concerned par- 
ents everywhere. Unlike the National 
Rifle Asso- 
ciation, it has 
shown re- 
sponsible 
and mature 
leadership 
when it 
comes to gun 
safety. Not 
only will it 
manufacture 
all of its guns 
with trigger 
locks, it has 
promised to 
put "smart 
guns" (i.e. 
guns that can 
only be fired 
by their owner) on the market in three 
years time. 

Even more courageous was Smith 
and Wesson's commitment not to 
allow any of its guns to be sold at gun 
shows unless every gun sold at that 
show is subjected to background 
checks to prevent felons, mentally 
disturbed and minors from buying 
firearms. It is obvious the Republi- 
can Congressmen who have insisted 
for years that such background checks 
would destroy gun shows is nothing 
but political phooey. The real reason 
they blocked all gun-safety legisla- 
tion with that bogus claim to is please 
the NRA so that its hundreds of thou- 
sands of campaign money would keep 
flowing into their coffers. 

Keeping children safe is 
everybody's business. But when it 
comes to firearms that fall into the 
hands of young children (often lead- 
ing to theirdeaihs or the death of their 
classmates), it is especially a concern 
for those who profit from both their 
manufacture and sale. 

Yes, gun owners themselves are 
the primary responsible party for the 
safekeeping of their lethal weapons. 
They are expected to be vigilant at all 
times to insure that those weapons 
are kept beyond the reach of children. 
But human nature is imperfect, and 
mistakes will be made. At least a 
weapon secured by a trigger lock 
means those mistakes won't have to 
end with a dead child. 

Personally, I can't understand why 
anyone would want to own any gun, 
or even a deadly knife. But then I 
couldn't kill anything, so I am hardly 
typical of most citizens, and would 
not expect to use my own feelings on 
this subject as any kind of gauge. 

It is certainly reasonable for those 
who enjoy hunting to want to own 
firearms, and ^ually as sane for per- 
sons to own weapons for the purpose 
of self-defense or the defense of their 
lov«l ones. 

But there is nothing rational about 
asserting that you need a gun to de- 
fend yourself against the government.

Like your guns are going to make a 
hill of beans worth of difference if 
our government is ever able to turn 
the worid's most powerful military 
against you! Let's get real here. 

It is a great deal more sane for us to 
rely upon the morality of those who 
serve in our armed forces, trusting 
them not to use force against Ameri- 
can citizens no matter what the gov- 
ernment orders them to do. 

That's how the French Revolution 
succeeded, by the way. The king had 
all the guns, but when he ordered his 
soldiers to fire upon their fellow citi- 
zens, they refused and allied instead 
with the citizens against theiroppres- 
sive government. 

But then France had a conscript 
army that was made up of men from 
the populace-at-large. They believed 
every citizen had the duty to his coun- 
try to serve in its armed forces. 

And that was even under monar- 
chy; never mind how much more that 



should be true in a democratic repub- 
1 ic such as ours. Now that America no 
longer believes in a citizens' militia, 
maybe those who fear future govern- 
ment tyranny may have a point after 
all. 

Suppose the recent trends of elit- 
ism, exclusion and alienation of our 
professional army from the average 
citizens of American society contin- 
ues over a long period of time. Al- 
ready, we see signs that many mem- 
bers of the armed forces believe they 
are unappreciated and treated unfairly 
by an ungrateful nation. 

Just as disquieting is the increasing 
politicization of our armed forces. 
Hopefully, we arc not heading to- 
ward a day when our military no 
longer represents a broad cross-sec- 
lion of our society, but becomes in- 
stead a monolithic institution that 
supports one political faction or ide- 
ology. Historically, whenever that 
occurs, a coup is never far behind. 

Still, those who worry about the 
need to defend our future freedom 
from an overiy-powerful government 
with tyranny in its heart are foolish to 
put theireggs in the basket of heavily- 
armed individuals. Individuals won't 
be worth a plug nickel against an 
organized force. 

The only force that can prevent the 
usurpation of power by the state is an 
organized citizens' army, whose loy- 
alty is first to the people themselves. 
Only a "well-regulated citizens' mi- 
litia" can insure that a free people 
stay free. That is why our founders 
made that statement so clear in the 
Second Amendment of the Bill of 
Rights. 

So if the members of the NRA are 
truly worried about preserving our 
liberty and freedom (as they loudly 
proclaim at every turn), then why 
aren't they lobbying for a return to a 
citizen-based armed forces? 

I don't hear its member or its lead- 
ers demanding a return to the draft. 
Could that be because the draft would 
mean responsibility, not just rights? 
Why, American might actually have 
to again sacrifice for our fre«loms, 
not just demand them.

the driver and saved his life, receiv- 
ing first and second degree burns in 
the process; and a father and son who 
teamed together to perform a water 
rescue on a unconscious victim from 
a jet-ski accident. 

They performed mouth-to-mouth 
resuscitation and moved the victim to 
shore for the Emergency Medical 
Services personnel. 

The VBSC and the Mayor's Office 
have recognized more than a hundred 
individuals over the many years of 
the Safety Council's existence. 

Additionally, the VBSC offers to 
the public, the national Safety 
Council's, (NSC) Defensive Driving 
Course, which is approved by the 
Virginia Department of Motor Ve- 
hicles as a Driver Improvement 
Clinic. 

This clinic has been in operation 
for more than 15 years and students 
who complete this training receive 
fiv«v. positive points added i eft their 
personal Virginiadrivingrecord.

driving clinic is one of the oldest 
clinic in the Hampton Roads area. 
Accordingly to the driving laws in 
Virginia, Virginians are permitted to 
complete this training every two years 
ill order to receive the five positive 
points. 

The VBSC offers this training twice 
a month at the Virginia Beach Fire 
Training Center on South Birdneck 
Road. The monies generated from 
these classes are utilized for grants to 
many agencies who promote or pro- 
vide safety related function to the 
citizens of Virginia Beach. Another 
area of training that the Safety Coun- 
cil provides is the national Safety 
Council's (NSC) First Aid and CPR 
course. 

This course is open to the public or 
business sector and certification is 
included. This training has been ex- 
tremely helpful Jo businesses who 
are attempting to comply with Occu- 
pational Safety and Health Adminis- 
tration (OSHA) standards. 

The Virginia Beach Safety Coun- 
cil membership includes the mem- 
bers of Police, Fire, Rescue, Ameri- 
can Red Cross, Virginia Department 
of Motor Vehicles, AAA Chapter 
and other concerned citizens. During 
their monthly meetings the Safety 
Council discusses .safety issues that 
pertain to home, infant and children, 
traffic, OSHA and other safety re- 
lated areas.

Up close and personal 
'Beifi Suvens: Service is fur zvay of life

Beth Stevens' ability to confront obstacfes 
and make the most of challenges serves her 
well professionally and personally. 

Several years ago, when the Virginia 
Beach resident learned she was going blind, 
Stevens embarked on a campaign for 
presidency of the Virginia Beach Jaycees. 
She not only won, but excelled, initiating 
new projects for the service organization. 

While still an active Jaycee, these days 
Stevens is also putting her skills and 
determination to work as director of public 
support for the Portsmouth/West 
Chesapeake chapter of the American Red 
Cross. She has filled the post since 
November 1998 and previously worked. with 
the United Way in Portsmouth. 

As director of public support, Stevens is 
responsible for financial development and 
public relations for the Red Cross. Until 
-recently she wore a third hat, volunteer 
coordinator for the organization. 

"I believe that working with volunteers 
with the Jaycees really paid off," she said. 
"I always thought that I would end up 
working for a non-profit organization. Some 
people make choices in their life, and for 
me money is not the highest priority. For 
me, it's what I'm doing and where I work. 
Red Cross has been a worthwhile 
organization and gives you that intrinsic 
satisfaction." 

Stevens believes her coming to the Red 
Cross was meant to be. While working as a 
loan executive at the United Way, whose 
office is right across the hal| from her 
current workplace, she learned of the 
position. It appealed to her immediately. 
She also liked the challenges. 
"One is making the most of your resources 
— stretching that dollar. Being a non-profit 
organization, we take our stewardship and 
donors' dollars seriously. We try to do the 
best that we can on limited resources. You 
learn to be creative," she said. 
The job comes naturally for her. 
"I like to talk, so it gives me an audience 
to listen," she smiled. 

Stevens can often be found touting the 
Red Cross' many services — from blood 
drives to disaster relief 

"But other people don't realize other 
things we offer, such as health and safety 
education. We offer more than 100 classes, 
ranging anywhere from first aid and CPR, 
which most people are familiar with, to 
healthy babies and pregnancy classes. We 
also have HIV and AIDS education. The list 
goes on." 

A Jaycee since 1991, Stevens isn't shy 
about her devotion to that organization. It's 
'even how she met her husband of eight 
years. Mack, and has played a big part in 
her meeting friends and getting involved in 
the community. 

"I was new to the area and didn't really 
know anyone," Stevens said. "I met 
someone who was an 'exhausted rooster,' 
which is a member who has aged out, and I 
was interested in what Jaycees had to 
offer." 

A life member of the Virginia Beach 
Jaycees, whose members are primarily 
young professionals, Stevens has long been 
active in leadership roles with the 
organization. She served as an advisory 
board member for Camp Virginia Jaycee, an 
outdoor recreational facility for citizens 
with mental retardation, and was a Junior 
Chamber International Senator. Only 1 
percent of Jaycees worldwide attain this 
honor. She's also a past Virginia state 
officer. 

In 1995, Stevens' affiliation with the 
Jaycees helped her cope with news that 
would change her life. At the time Stevens 
had gone back to school to become a 
teacher. She learned she was quickly losing 
her vision. 

"It's a scary thing to wake up one morning 
and essentially not see," she said. 

As a confidence booster — and because 
she knew "time was running out" for her 
sight — Stevens ran for presidency of the 
Jaycees, though a friend was also vying for 
the post. Afterward winning the office, 
Stevens shared her news. 

That year proved a challenge. As her 
vision faded, Stevens knew she had to equip 
herself with the skills to function without 
sight. Eventually she had mobility problems, 
though husband Mack was a great help. At 
the end of her year as Jaycees president, 
Stevens was faced with the challenge of 
attending a state Jaycees convention 
without his assistance. 

"It gave me the kick that I needed to say, 
"I need help. I need to go through rehab,'" 
she reflected. "It's the only way I'll be able 
to go on with my life." 

Stevens joijied the Chesapeake Bay 
Council of the Blind and Visually Impaired. 
"The group was wonderful because they 
had all teen through this process. They were 
really encouraging in saying 'You can do 
this.' It was that moral support that 
everything was going to be OK." 

Stevens signed up with the Virginia 
Department of Rehabilitation, which trained 
her with the skills for a sightless lifestyle. 

"It was a difficult time to go through. But 
I never said, 'Why me? Why did this 
happen?' I firmly believe that God has plans 
and there's a i^ason for this. I put myself in 
His hands. But there is frustration in going 
from a fully functional, sighted person — 
artistic, creative, able to drive, avid reader

— to giving it all up.r she said. 

T«ro years later, Slevcns had adjusted to 
the new lifestyle and was looking for a new 
job. 

"Your life's on hold, you've finished the 
rehab process. Now you've got to apply for a 
job. It's hard enough applying for a job. let 
alone that fear of explaining your disability 
to someone. What if they ask you to come 
in at noon for an interview — how do you 
get there if you donl drive'.' What if they 
hand you this joh application and you can't 
fill it out? It's scary to gel through all that." 
Jaycees stepped in again. 
"I went <G a Jaycees meeting that night 
and Sarah from the Virginia Beach campus 
of L'nited Way came to our meeting and 
said they were looking for loan executives. I 
knew I could do that — you go out and talk 
to people," she rcniembered. 

Stevens imnicdialely faxed over a resume. 
A friend gave her a reference, and she got 
the job. Though she lived in Virginia Beach, 
Stevens knew she wanted to work at the 
Portsmouth office. She settled into the job 
seamlessly. Her transiiion to the Red Cross 
went just as well. 

"The community over here is so nice," 
she said, "and 1 didn't have to move my 
office far! I just carried my equipment 
across the hall." 

She credits her success lo ihc Chesapeake 
Bay Council for the Blind and Visually 
(CBCBVI) Impaired, which she once ser\ed 
as president. 

"The number of blind people out in the 
workforce is so limited compared to other 
disabilities. 1 was fortunate. 1 finished 
rehabilitation in March and had a job in 
June," she said. "The Virginia Department 
of Rehabilitation gave me the tools I 
needed to get back to work. 1 believe if you 
want to work — truly want to work — you 
can."
